The Land of Opportunity shines as irresistibly as ever, and if it’s a neon 
you can’t tell from a distance. People continue to immigrate — 45,000 Puerto 
Ricans now live in Boston, most of them arrived in the past few years, most of 
them expected better work and living conditions than they’ve found.

Q. It's so hard to buy decent pants. Even the Army-Navy stores have 
a gap in their stock. Where is it possible to get loose fitting slacks 
(cuffed and uncuffed) for under ten bucks? —J.G., Cambridge. 

A. Try the Great Eastern Trading Co., 49 River St., Cambridge. 
They have wool baggies (mostly cuffed) for $4 in all sizes. Also, 
keep your eye on your neighborhood church.

‘Crab’ Louse, Thirus Pubis 


Q. Owen, I think I have the crabs. What shall I do? Also, can you tell 
me something about them? —J.W., Somerville. 

A. Stop scratching yourself long enough to get to a doctor and be sure 
it’s the crabs. Two recommended remedies are A-200 Pyrinate and 
Kwell (obtainable only with a doctor’s prescription). The “‘crab” 
louse (phthirus pubis) usually inhabits the genital regions, with a 
few known journeys as far as the armpits and eyelashes.

Q. Do you know what singer-songwriter Janis Ian is doing these 
days? —Jack Martin, Schenechtady, N.Y. 

A. Janis continues to sing her songs at coffeehouses and other folky 
places. She did a well-received set at the Philadelphia Folk 
Festival last August. . - 


Q. I’ve lived here four years and haven't eaten so many beans at all. 


Most of them were pretty awful. Why is this place called . 


Beantwon? They make better beans in New York City, but that’s 
called the “Big Apple.”’ But I like the apples better in Boston.

A. A the New York Tribune noted in 1908, there were 32 million 
quarts of beans consumed in the Hub in that year. “Taking the 
average Bostonian at 5’6”, and the average Beanpot at 10”, the 
Bostonian consumes two and five sevenths times his height in 
beans yearly, and more than his weight.”’ Bostonians also spent the 
price of ‘Two of Uncle Sam’s modern battleships” upon beans 
each year.

A few weeks ago, a reader wrote to you asking the best way to fade 
jeans. Instead of waiting several years all you have to do is: pour 
warm water into a bathtub until the water level is approximately 8 
inches; add 1/2 gallon bleach, stir, then add jeans. To get a good even 
fade you must stir jeans well every five minutes; otherwise they will 
come out blotchy or patchy. Jeans will fade within 30-45 minutes. I 
used this method and my jeans came out better than those that faded 
naturally. —Jojo, Methuen.

SMALL CHANGE 
To the editor: 

I really know very little. I 
believe there is no longer any 
rational means of ending this 
senseless slaughter and that 
instead of asking ourselves, what 
can we do, we should ask 
ourselves, what can we NOT do. 

Everything ‘‘done” has failed: 
the marches, the protests, the 
telegrams, the demonstrations; 
even the McGovern victory 
turned into a nightmare. 
Demonstrations at the inaugura- 
tion will be futile; they will only 
serve to sharpen the weapons of 
the opponent and add fuel to the 
fascist flame. 

I propose that the answer to 
ending the war does not lie in 
anything we do but rather in 
what we do not do. And I propose 
a Ban: a ban on everything Mr. 
Nixon holds dear, his stocks, his 
bonds, the kind of underwear he 
wears..and, more seriously, on 
american automobiles, oil, and 
large businesses. Heat with gas 
or electricity, stop smashing 
bank windows. Instead of 
stealing sweat shirts from the 
Harvard Coop, try paying for one 
at a smaller store. All large 
businesses and Corporations 
should be boycotted (selec- 
tively), e.g. any business large 
enough to carry wight, to put 
pressure on the Government. 

I believe that the only thing 
that Mr. Nixon hears in this 
country is the clink of coins and 
the soft falling of dollar bills like 
leaves in a_ twilight-economy. 
And Mr. Nixon, and a few 
others, are safe at home and 
warm by the American Hearth. I

SOUNDER OFFED 
To the editor: 

America is marching 
backward in time. Nothing 
points this out more clearly than 
the current controversy over the 
new wave of black films.

Number One: White folks and 
white critics don’t have shit to 
say about black films. They 
don’t know nothing about the 
black experience and don’t care 
or intend to learn. Some say that 
this is not important; that they 
can judge art for art’s sake. That 
is a nice sentiment but it is naive 
and stupid on, two counts. First 
America is a deeply racist 
country (the last election proves 
that). Racism permeates 
everything, I do mean 
everything. Secondly, art is 
experience, not technique. 
Technique is incorporated 
within experience. To criticize 
technique without knowing 
anything about the content or 
experience is to be superfluous 
and irrevelant. By not knowing 
anything of the black experience 
white critics are very ill- 
equipped to criticize black art 
for art’s sake. 

Number Two: Concerning the 
popular charge by blacks and 
whites that these new films have 
too much violence and sex. 
White viewpoints on violence 
can be readily dismissed. Why? 
First, WHITE FOLKS DO NOT 
LIKE A VIOLENT NIGGER; 
never have, never will. Most 
whites prefer to think of blacks 
as the Sidney Poitier type — 
angry, strong, SILENT and a 
selective pacifist (which means 
he’d fight a nigger in a minute, 
not a white man). Thus they all 
hate Super-Fly, but Sounder is 
getting rave reviews. Saying that 
violence on the screen is bad 
while the evening news is worse 
than the shit on the screen is not 
only dumb, but dangerous. 
Bombing the fuck out of the 
North Vietnamese is ten times 
more horrible than anything 
Trouble Man, Slaughter, or Hit 
Man can do put together. White 
people and critics seem to think 
that to negate the violence on the 
screen is to negate all violence. 
Things don’t work like that; 
niggers get killed by cops every 
day. In conjunction with the 
violence argument is the one 
which runs somewhat like this — 
we want to see the human side of 
black people. Who wants to see? 
White people? We all know 
that’s a lie; black folks been 
trying to get white people to stop 
denying our humanity for well 
over three hundred years. They 
still refuse to see us as human 
beings. Pictures like Sounder 
only serve to reinforce the images 
they. have of us already. Blacks 
don’t need to be shown our 
human side, we need the white 
‘man to quit denying our 
humanity. To say that we need 
to be shown our human side is 
selling ourselves short. Basically 
it boils down to this, in order for 
black people to be shown as - 
human beings and to live as 
human beings, America must 
undergo some direct changes. It 
hasn’t really changed since Birth 
of a Nation was made. Us black 
people know violence and we 
know our humanity, but 
remaking Porgy and Bess or 
Green Pastures will not bring us 
any closer to dealing with our | 
present condition. Note: The too 

uch sex argument can be 
dismissed easily too. In a country 
where human sexuality. is either 
discussed coldly and rationally 
or kept under lock and key, it is 
no wonder that some people get 
upset at the fake shit on the 
screen. Lord knows what they 
would do if confronted with the 
real thing. 


Until a revolution has taken 
place in this country any talk of 
a black. film industry is 
ludicrous. Films are 
consciousness-raising vehicles 
and you better believe that those 
in power are going to keep tabs 
and strings on those vehicles. So 
to end this letter — We have 
gone from Shaft to Sounder and 
we black people still got the foot 
in the ass. We have come full 


circle.

Exact 
details of all the activities in Washington 
over the inaugural weekend have not been 
worked out yet, so keep in touch with the 
groups of your political inclinations. 


Local Actions 

January 19 — The January 19th Com- 
mittee, an ad hoc group of peace 
movement activists, will lead a march to 
Government Center. Meet at Boston 
Common at 11:30 for march and 12:30 ral- 
ly at City Hall Plaza. Speakers at the 
rally will include Phillip Berrigan and a 
representative of Hospital Workers Union 
1199. Afterwards, starting at 2 PM at Old 
West Church, there will be continuing 
activities, including workshops on the war 
and information on ongoing anti-war 
projects. Denise Levertov will read her 
poetry; there will be theatre, music, and_ 
dancing. Later in the afternoon, MIT and 
other universities will hold teach-ins. The 
Committee needs volunteers to leaflet 
this week and to help finalize plans. Call

If you are near a radio that night — at 
home, in a car, carrying a transistor — 
turn to WBCN (104.1 FM)at 7:30.Charles 
Laquidara will play three minutes of 
bombs falling and sirens blasting. Put the 
speakers in an open window and turn up 
your radio as loud as possible — bring the 
war home. 

January 20 — There will be a special 
concert Saturday night at 8:30 at Sanders 
Theatre in Cambridge to benefit recent 
victims of American bombing in North 
Vietnam. Tickets are 5 dollars at the door 
or at the Harvard Coop. Proceeds will be

Outside Boston 

January 20 — There are two scheduled 
marches in western Massachusetts on 
Inauguration day. In Amherst, people will 
gather at Amherst Common at 11:30 AM.

Congregational Church for an 
Inauguration of Conscience. Con- 
tributions will be collected for Medical 
Aid to Indochina, to be used for Bach Mai 
Hospital. 

People from Northampton will meet at 
12 noon at King’s Gate Plaza. The first 
stop of the march will be the local 
telephone company where tax money of 
resisters will be collected. Later, the 
Unitarian Church will host a program of 
workshops and slides.

Traditional Rationale for Bombing

William. Saxbe won a deserved round of. 


national applause for saying out loud 
what evervone was thinking about the 
blitz of Hanoi, namely, that Nixon 
appeared to have lost his senses. This idea 
was echoed by the latest American 
travellers to return from Hanoi,the Baez 
group, who told of widespread puzzlement 
in that very sophisticated city over the 
question of what possible military use 
Nixon could see in levelling the Bach Mai 
hospital or the Kham Thien and Mai 
Huong residential districts. It must be 
madness — what else could it be? 


The sentiment is overwhelming. It’s the 
tirst and last thing one wants to say about 
these Nixons and Kissingers. Yet I think 
it is a mistake to be content with such an 
explanation, for it leaves the question: 
Why do madmen always govern us? 


Whether real or metaphorical or both, 
Nixon's hysteria is only the rationality of 
the class in whose behalf he rules our 
fortunes. What he did and may at any 
time do again to Hanoi, what he continues 
at this moment to do to Indochina’s less 
politically expensive victims,- follows 


mathematically! trom the assumptions 
that. underlie the worldview of his class. 


Fundamentals of Aerospace Weapons 
Systems is an Air Force ROTC manual 
which vou can find on the shelves of any 
campus librarv. It is interesting for the 
light it throws on the process of target 
identification and selection used by the 
military technical staff. 


“The first order of the day,”’ writes the 
anonymous author of this primer in the 
applied sociology of warfare, “must be to 
know the enemy.” The analyst proceeds 
to distinguish the four “components ot 
national structure” as follows. 


° Military: “U.S. Air Force leaders have 
made it amply clear that this Nation's 
No. 1 target priority is the enemy's 
military force and war-making potential.” 
Overlook the menacing ambiguity of that 
last phrase and this may seem as humane 
as the martial spirit need be, but get a 
load of the explanation: “The logic 
hehind the high priority assigned these 
targets rests on the fact that unless the 
military forces are destroved they can 
retaliate. Other targets can wait their 
turn. 


Economic: Antiwar polemic 
occasionally cites the Air Force’s post-war 
survey of the results of strategic bombing 
of Germany and Japan because this 
survey showed that the bombing had not 
nearly the hoped tor effect on Axis war 
production. Our manual however is 
informed by a later study that showed the 
bombing was a comparative failure only 
because the wrong targets were hit. It 
turns out that German industry collapsed 
in 1945 not because of the Allied attacks 
on petroleum but because secondary 
attacks on the transportation system were 
finally paving off. In Japan as well the 
importance of transportation had been 
overlooked. “Later.” says the manual. 
“we found that strangulation of that 
system would have destroved Japan's 
economic structure. Lack of transporta- 
tion would have reduced Japan to a series 
of isolated communities.’ So the lesson is 
only, that in WW Il the wrong targéts 
were picked. 

* Political: The manual deals with the 
national “ruling” body which “makes 
decisions for the people” and “galvanizes 
a nation into action and causes it to

A prisoner at Concord gave the 
following report of an inmate 
who received “good treatment” 
at the Bridgewater State 
hospital. ‘‘.n 1964, some 
ptiscners came in contact with a 
confined brotter named Charles 
Haskell at Bridgewater. He was 
alwyas warm and friendly 
toward his fellow inmates. He 
was a big man, and he had a 
clear and sharp contenipt toward 
his tormentors the guards. 
Because of his repeated defense 
of his person against attacks 
from the guards, he was confined 
at Bridgewater for 
“rehabilitation.’”’ He was placed 
in a cage within a cage. The fear 
of the cowards who tormented 
him grew. Guards walked by his 
cage and shouted, ‘“‘Hey Charlie, 
would you like a smoke? Well 
you ain’t gonna get one.” They 
would hose him down with cold 
water during cold weather like a 
trapped beast because he was too 
“crazy” to take to the showers. 
He still remained warm and 
friendly twoard his fellow in- 
mates. One day the guards beat 
him to the floor. Charlie Haskell 
never woke up the same again. 
Today Charlie is a vegetable un- 
able to function as a whole per- 
son. He does not protect his body 
from the guards; he is passive. 
Charlie received a lobotomy. If 
you ever get a chance to get up to 
Bridgewater, you can see the 
handywork of madmen, or so- 
called doctors who use their 
profession for their won personal 
goals and to make men 
vegetables, not men.

HARSH SMOKE 


On October 18, 1971, Bernard 
L. Barriere, Jr. was sentenced to 
9-12!» years in state prison for 
“possession of marijuana” (3- 
3'zyears) and “possession with 
intent to sell marijuana” (6-9 
years) under the _ old 
Massachusetts drug law. His 
sentence represents the longest 
sentence ever given in the 
Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts for a first time 
offender. Three weeks after 
Barriere’s sentencing, the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts 
enacted a new drug law entitled 
the ‘‘Massachusetts Controlled 
Substance Act’’ which 
drastically reduced penalties for 
marijuana violations. Under the 
new drug law effective July 1, 
1972, the maximum sentence 
Mr. Barriere could have received 
would have been two years in a 
house of correction. 

Sentence uniformity under the 
old and new drug laws was 
attempted by a bill filed during 
the 1972 legislative session by 
Senator Jack Backman and 
Representative Michael Flaher- 
ty, Co-Chairman of the 
Massachusetts Drug Abuse 
Commission. This bill, which 
provided for review of all 
sentences of persons convicted 
prior to the new law, was passed 
by the House of Representatives 
and received initial favorable 
action by the Senate. However, 
this legislation was mysteriously 
lost in the final days of the 1972 
session and did not become law. 
Another bill has now been 
submitted by Senator Backman 
and Representative Flaherty 
which would commute all 
sentences to the maximum un- 
der the new law. This bill, if 
passed, would not take effect 
until the middle of 1973. 
Meanwhile, Bernard Barriere 
and others continue to serve 
harsh sentences repudiated by 
the 1971 Massachusetts 
Controlled Substances Act. 

It has now been over one year 
since the original bill for review 
of sentences was filed; four 
months past the date when Mr. 
Barriere, if sentenced under the

new drug law, would have been 
eligible for parole. 


CHILE HEATS UP 


SANTIAGO, CHILE: Young, 
long-haired boys block a busy 
intersection in downtown 
Santiago with large rocks and 
heavy pieces of lumber. Nearby 
construction workers rush them, 


in their 30’s and 40’s 


wearing the hard hats of their 
trade. A. rock-throwing battle 
ensues, large rocks thrown with 
anger, aimed to hurt. If you’ve 
just arrived from the United 
States without a program, you 
can be excused from misreading 
the scene. The long-hairs are 
members of the far-right 
organization Patria Y Libertad; 
the hard-hats support the 
socialist government of 
Salvadore Allende. 

The only issue from the Left’s 
point of view is whether Chile is 
to create a socialist society 
aimed at lifting the country trom 
the mire of underdevelopment or 
whether it is to sink back to a 
typical Latin American 
capitalist and imperialist 
playground. The Left repeatedly 
states that the process that was 
put in motion two years ago is 
‘irreversible.”’ The Right 
repeatedly states that they will 
never allow Chile to become a 
“Marxist dictatorship.” 

The recent strike has been but 
one method employed by the 
Right to undermine confidence 
in the government. Less 
dramatic, but more insidious, 
are the continuous, day-to-day, 
month-to-month ‘‘guerrilla’”’ 
tactics: the refusal of private 
capital to invest in expansion; 
the sharp reduction of dollar 
credit to Chile fostered by their 
United States political 
bedfellows; the bottlenecks. to 
the governmeent’s housing 
program placed by key construc- 
tion suppliers who will sell to the 
government only C.O.D.; the 
constant harping on the immi- 
nent danger to civil liberties as 
the Right proceeds unmolested 
with behavior which in any other 
country would be branded 
seditious; the constitutional 
charges brought or threatened 
against the President, cabinet 
ministers and other government 
officials, forcing their dismissal, 
or tying them up in legal hassles, 
or simply to intimidate them. 
The Chilean ‘‘socialist’’ 
government is bound by

capitalist laws and institutions, 
with a civil service largely of 
holdover, opposition personnel, 
and a Congress and Supreme 
Court still in the hands of the 
opposition. 

The most telling right-wing 
'tactic of all is the scarcities; the 
little daily annoyances when one 
can’t get his favorite food, or 
toilet paper, or bed sheets, or the 
one part needed to make his TV 
run or, worst of ‘all, a cigarette. 


The tactics are not difficult. You 


buy up an item in large enough 
quantity before it reaches the 
stores and hoard it or destroy it 
until the public feels the pinch; 
or you sell it on the black 
market; or a manufacturer holds 
back distribution until the 
official price goes up; or the 
goods reach the stores and the 
merchants do the same; or it’s an 
imported item like spare parts 
for autos or tractors or 
machinery made in the United 
States and there’s no dollar 
credit to purchase them with. 
The ways to create scarcities are 
without number; the money 
available tor the purpose is un- 
limited, even without the CIA 
chipping in. 

The government response in 
the face of all this has been 
remarkably calm and moderate, 
too much so for the tastes of 
many of its partisans. Among the 
working class (which stayed on 
the job throughout the strike) 
grass-roots organizations have“ 
been springing up spontaneously 
to monitor the distribution and 
sale of important food items, to 
keep the vigilance over 
nationalized factories, to enlarge 
worker participation in more and 
more areas of national life. As 
this process matures, as the 
worker, the peasant, all the 
forgotten people of this corner of 
the Third World discover their 
own initiative, their own self- 
confidence, a momentum may 
be generated that can leave the 
“leaders” behind. oO 


HOUSEHOLD HINTS 


Hashish is usually prepared in 
the Middle.East by the alcohol- 
water extraction method, as 
follows: 

The grass is chopped and plac- 
ed in a covered vat. Enough 
water is used to cover the grass. 
The mixture is piaced over a low 
heat in a well-ventilated area 
and simmered for a day. The 
water is poured off into an open 


pot over a low heat to simmer 
and evaporate. 

Ethanol or isopropol alcohol is 
now added to the grass. This is 
not done over heat, since alcohol 
vapor is explosive. After 24 hours 
thealcohol is poured off and add- 
ed to the first solution. 

The process is repeated once 
more with alcohol. The alcohol 
solution is added to the alcohol- 
water solution and evaporated. 
The residue is genuine hash. One 
pound of grass makes three to 
five ounces of hash. 

A much easier way of making 
hashish is by running fresh grass 
through an extractor and 
evaporating the residue. It 
usually works better if the grass 
is wetted down first with a hand~ 
sprinkler. To get all the resin 
out, soak the grass in alcohol 
after running it through the ex- 
tractor, then run it through 
again. 

If the grass is dry it should be 
soaked in a solution of 50 per 
cent alcohol and 50 per cent 
water. After two hours it is ready 
to run through the extractor. The 
extraction and solution are both 
evaporated and the residue is 
hashish. 

White petroleum ether is 
another solvent that can be used 
for dissolving resins., Be careful 
with it, however, as it is extreme- 
ly flammable and its vapors are 
explosive. 

Recently several recipes have 
been published calling for pine 
tar turpentine or benzene as bin- 
ding agents. They are not 
necessary, and they make the 
hash harsh if not impossible to 
smoke. Don’t use ‘em. —UPS

In the en-_ 
suing melee, Joe was repeatedly 
beaten by the arresting officers, 
denied medication, denied his 
constitutional rights, and not 
allowed to phone an attorney un- 
til moments before his court 
appearance the following mor- 
ning.

Family Project, expects that the 
witnesses against him, police of- 
ficers, will have to perjure 
themselves for any of the charges 
to stick. He would appreciate 
any interested persons who 
would like to attend the trial. 


HEAD GEAR 


A Federal study conducted by . 
the National Highway Satety 
Administration showed that only 
eight of 54 different model 
motorcycle helmets tested met 
requirements set by the helmet 
industry specifications. The 
eight makes that complied with 
industry standards were the Bell 
R-T, the Crager 6000, the 
Fiberglass Fi-Pro, Oceanic ILC 
601, the Sierra Engineering 
Falcon 701, the Sterling 
Products Pro. 

A proposal by the Highway 
Safety Administration. would 
require manufacturers of helmets 
to meet specific safety 
performance levels. 

Nt seems curious that the 
Federal Legislature should go to 
such lengths to encourage the 
use of motorcycle helmets, yet 
neglect setting standards of 
performance as they have so 
zealously done regarding 
automobiles and seatbelts. Most 
states now have mandatory 
helmet laws, which may be-il- 
legal under the Constitution. 
The unhelmeted cyclist poses a 
threat to no one but himself.

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The Life and Times of Judge Wyzanski >

It may have been his last court action in 
Massachusetts and Federal Judge Charles 
Edward Wyzanski made it one more thing 
to remember him by. Ten days ago, 
Wyzanski ordered all assistant United 
States attorneys to file affidavits stating 
whether or not they had ever tried 
marijuana. Less than a week later, to the 
confusion of reporters covering the case, 
Wyzanski rescinded that order; saying he 
had erred “grievously” and was denying 
rights to the attorneys he would not have 
denied to defendents. 

Wyzanski has changed his mind 
before. If he is convinced that he was 
wrong — as in this case, as in several drug 
cases during the 1960’s, as in a case 
involving a contempt of court citation 
against the then Massachusetts Attorney 
General Ed McCormick — he admits it 
and reverses himself. To some attorneys, 
this is a weakness. They say he acts too 
precipitously. To others, it is one of the 
qualities that makes him one of the best 
judges in the country. 

For nearly 30 years Wyzanski has been 
sitting in Massachusetts. A year ago he 
officially retired but asked to become a 
senior federal judge — a position which 
would allow him to take only a few cases 
both here and in other states. Other local 
federal judges — notably Chief Judge 
Andrew Caffrey — were not particularly 
happy to see him stay around. He can be 
an abrasive man and Caffrey, a literal- 


minded, hard-line jurist with no grasp of . 


the niceties of civil liberties, was 
reportedly a frequent target in private of 
Wyzanski’s sharp tongue. At the very 
least, Caffrey and other local federal 
judges seemed to go out of their way to 
make things hard for the former chief 
district court judge after his official 
retirement last year. He, in turn, clashed 
openly with them over such issues as the 
manner in which the federal juries are 
selected. - 

Perhaps, as some court observers 
_ suggested last week, Wyzanski began to 
line up out-of-state assignments for 1973 


because he felt he could no longer operate. 


successfully in Caffrey’s district court. 
But this particular judge has never 
backed down from a tough situation in his 
career. It is far more likely, as those close 
to him claim, that he merely decided it 
was time for him to try cases elsewhere; to 
spend sometime doing things other than 
hearing pleas and arguments. But, when 
the court reporters heard of the 
arguments with other judges and of 
Wyzanski’s pending 1973 junkets to San 
Francisco, Chicago, New York and 
Washington to hear cases, to Georgia, 
Colorado and Austria for law seminars 
and Asia for the Ford Foundation, they 
concluded Wyzanski was being pushed 
out of the court. 

Whatever the reason, Wyzanski will be 
spending most of 1973 out-of-state (and 
there are court personnel who believe he 


will never hear another case in. 


Massachusetts). The confusion over his

departure added one more facet to 
Wyzanski’s controversial career. For 
better than two decades, he has been a 
judge who made headlines with his 
comments and his decisions. A recent law 
review article declared that ‘no judge is 
more quoted than Charles Wyzanski and 
no body of law produced by a single 
federal justice more discussed.’’ He has 
been the subject of Time magazine 
articles a dozen time within the last 
decade. His own articles are actively 
sought by publications like the Atlantic 
and the New Republic. He has presided 
over numerous complicated’ and heated 
cases, made life miserable for a succession 
of United States attorneys for what he 
considered their incompetence, lectured 
Congress on drug laws, and earned the 
wrath of men like John McCormack and 
House Judiciary Committee chairman 
Emmanuel Cellar. 

The last few weeks before his recent 
departure to hear cases in San Francisco 
were dotted with controversial and typical 
Wyzanski decisions. He wrote scathing 
opinions on the Boston Police 
Department’s discriminatory hiring prac- 
tices. He released two persons convicted 


of selling drugs because of ‘“hypocrisy”’ on 
the part of the'U.S. attorney’s office. (He 
believes that the office should’: pay more 
attention to white-collar crimes.) 
Wyzanski told a draft resistor arraigned 
in his court that he should test the 
constitutionality of the Indochina War in 
his defense, delineated some of the issues 
he might raise and appointed noted 


Harvard Law Professor Vern Countryman ~ 


as the man’s attorney. And he clashed 
with his fellow federal judges over the 
court’s jury system (it discriminates 
against the poor because the rolls don’t 
include welfare recipients) and with the 
U.S. attorney’s office over those dope 
affidavits. They were virtuoso judicial 
performances. 


Sixty-six year old Charles Wyzanski 
grew up in the Boston area: attending 
Brookline High, Exeter Academy, 
Harvard and Harvard Law. He was law 
clerk to Learned and Augustus Hand, the 
eminent jurists, and a student of Felix 
Frankfurter who once called him “the 
finest student I ever had.” 


For a few years he practiced law with 
Ropes and Gray, the most prestigious 
Boston law firm then and now. But that, 


‘say friends, bored Wyzanski and he left in 


1931 to join the Labor Department as its 
youngest solicitor. The New Deal was in 
full swing and a key component was the 
Wagner Act (National Labor Relations 
Act). Wyzanski was responsible for the - 
language of key parts of the act. 

The future judge would also have a 
chance to argue the case for the act in 
front of the Supreme Court. “He was then 
only thirty years old, but Justices 
Vandevanter, Brandies, Stone, and 
Cardozo told me they had never heard 
better arguments, always successful,” 
wrote Augustus Hand in 1952, giving 


-Wyzanski a major share of the credit for 


getting the act past a court hostile to 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

Wyzanski, for his part, had a different 
view. “If it hadn’t been for the sit-down 


strikes of that-period,” he once said, “I 


never would have won that case. There 
are changes which are brought about 
because the social pressure is so great that 
men in authority tremble, and although 
they ought not too readily admit they 
tremble, if they know their job they know 
they do ultimately respond to deeply-held 
feelings in the community.” 

In 1938 Wyzanski returned to Ropes 
and Gray but stayed only a few years 
before Roosevelt appointed his former 
“Brain Truster” to the federal bench. *'l 
spent most of my time learning tax and 
civil cases,’ said Wyzanski of his earlier 


years. “I didn’t even touch a criminal case 


for over three years.” 


Wyzanski’s first controversy came in 
1956. Congressman Thomas Lane of 
Massachusetts pleaded guilty before the 
judge of evading nearly $40,000 in income 
taxes the previous year. Lane was a 
member of the House Committee on the 
Judiciary whose chairman, Emmanuel 
Cellar of Brooklyn, frequently. interfered 
with the judicial process. He tried in the 
Lane case, calling Wyzanski, asking the ° 
judge for a ‘‘private conference in 
chambers” to discuss Lane’s sentence.’ 
Wyzanski replied that he would be 
delighted to hear whatever Cellar had to 
say as long it was in open court. The 
committee chairman fumed and fussed 
but Lane got four months. (He was’ 
promptly reelected upon release.) Cellar 
took every opportunity over the next few 
years to denounce Wyzanski on the floor 
of the House. 7 

The Lane case was the opening round 
of what was to become a major political 
scandal in Massachusetts, a series of 
disclosures that earned this state the title 
of ‘most corrupt in America” as conferred 
by the Saturday Evening Post, Wyzanski 
was right in the middle of the controversy 
and one case in particular thrust him into 
the limelight: the 1960 Tommy Worcester 
affair.

Carmen Maria Torres: “Everybody in 
Puerto Rico that knows anybody in any 
state wants to go. Everybody thinks it is 
great here. They think you kick a rock and 
money comes out. When I was little I was 
told that people in New York didn’t drink 
water, that milk ran out of faucets, and I 
believed it for a long time.” 

Martine Kamin: “They were saying so 
many things about America, this and 
that. Americans themselves would talk 
about the buildings, and this and that. 
They were just exaggerating! So I said, 
Well, before 1 die I have to’ see this 
country. So | saved some money.” 

The three buildings of the Rindge Ave., 
Cambridge housing project are about as 
interesting as three tables upended. They 
are sterility’s huge creations. Something 
stronger has crammed these 
overexpensive boxes with the poor, with 
blacks, with immigrants, with kids. The 
interior life is rich. The-most laughter, the 
most passion, escapes in the colonies. 

Martine Kamin, a 22-year-old 
Congolese, lives here with a roommate, an 
American black woman. Her roommate is 
suspicious: she forbade Ms. Kamin to 
bring me to the apartment. We met in the 
basement laundromat, but it was too 
noisy to talk. Ms. Kamin brought me up 
anyway to their fourteenth floor flat; her 
roommate stayed in her room for the 
almost four hours I was there. 

A large Fight Sexism poster greets the 
visitor to the apartment. The rent is $186 
monthly, for a two-bedroom apartment 
furnished in imitation-bourgeois. The 
elevator is usually partly or wholly 
broken. This is called low income housing. 

Ms. Kamin wore a small pink-checked 
dress with no ornaments or makeup. She 
has close-cropped hair. Her voice is 
melodious, well-modulated as befits a 
speaker of seven languages, understander 
of dialects. Her air is self-assured. 


She is a midwife with a degree in- 


nursing, veteran of over 300 deliveries. 
She was trained in the Congo, where 
doctors are scarce. For years white men 
were bombing the cities and the hospitals 
of her land.

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Carmen Maria Torres whose five 
daughters range in age from eleven to un- 
der a year, still uses an interpreter to 
speak English. (Laurie Van Loon, who 
teaches the Torres children at the public 
school, did the translating for us.) The 
family gets $103 every other week from 
welfare. They have been in this country 
since February of 1971, though Ms. 
Torres’s husband had come up eariler at 
the urgings of a close friend of the 
family’s. 

The Torres apartment is on a hilly 
residential street in West Roxbury, in a 
brown not-too-rundown house divided 
into three flats. There are “many black 
faces in the neighborhood.” Most of the 
neighbors are Puerto Ricans, with a few 
white “hippies.” Two groups of “hippies” 
share the Torres’ house. Ms. Torres likes 
one set, the other she dislikes because 
they make no effort to keep the place 
clean. 

Ms. Torres is a large, beautiful, very 
warm woman with a firm speaking voice. 
The apartment is comfortable though 
sparsely furnished, with scarlet walls in 
the living room. There’s a tv which “we 
watch occasionally.” On a sideboard is a 
big doll wearing a flounced hoop-dress of 
magenta and white satin bows, made by a 
“poor woman who makes her living selling 
them.” The children listen very quietly, 
one playing cat’s-cradle. The baby is 
recovering from a 106-degree fever. When 
screams erupt the children are silenced by 
a magical gesture from Ms. Torres. 

TBP: What were your immediate 
reasons for coming to this country? 

Ms. Kamin: “‘] came to go to medical 
school. I came here from Europe because I 
heard that the science was fine in the 
United States. You have everything, 
which is a little difficult to get in Europe 
or Africa. 1 left my country about six years 
ago.” 

Ms. Torres: “We had very little money 
or possessions, and everyone was very 
poor. We wanted a better life for the 
children. We wanted them to grow up 
speaking two. languages.” 

TBP: Since you we come, what has 
happened? 

Ms. Kamin: “I was not allowed into 
medical school; they told me I should take 
some requirement courses. But it would 

take eight years for me to complete these 
- “requirement” courses and go to medical 
school, though I have my degree in 
nursing. After that I found out I might as 
well get a degree in biology.” 

She hoped to go back to the Congo as a 
monied M.D., go to a rural community 
and set up a simple clinic. “I grew up in 
the city. 1 would really like to help those 
people in the villages.” 

But the scholarship she’d been 
promised to Cardinal Cushing College by 
a representative in Europe failed to 
materialize because he wasn’t there when 
she arrived, and they said she wasn’t 
speaking English clearly enough. And 
with no scholarship, she needed a job. 
“I’m working as a nurses’ aide, which is 
humiliating, but when you’re not in your 
own country, what can you do? Being a 
foreigner, they can play with you any way 
they want. I had to do something. I 
couldn’t go back home because I had 
come here on my own. I couldn’t go 
begging. This hospital said they could 
take me as a nursing assistant. I could 
give certain dressings and things like that. 
The one who said that is the Director of 
Nursing. But the other nurses, when they 
know that you come from the 
“underdeveloped country,” if you want to 
call it in that way, she laughs, they try to 
show you that just being from the United 
States, they know more about it than you 
do. 1 have my own experiences — the 
United States is not the only country I 


have traveled in. In Africa I traveled in 


some countries, because my country, it’s 
_the heart of Africa. I also traveled in 
Europe. 2 

“You see, when I want something, I 
want to work for it and get it. That’s what 
is in my mind. My middle and last name 
are Okasa Kamin, they gave it to me and 
they said it means ‘get it or die for it.’ so 
when you want something go ahead, try to 
get it, or die for it, but never give up in the 
middle. I was very difficult to deliver, my 
mother had to go through a lot. When I 
really want something, I do anything to 
get it, in an honest way, not by robbing or 
raping (she laughs again). So I know from 
my own experience more than anyone can 
tell me, because I believe in myself first, 
after, someone else.” 

TBP: How do you get along at work? 

Ms. Kamin: “Nurses have to be really

Desde el febrero de 1971 estan en 
el pais, aunque el esposo vino antes para 
examinar sus posibilidades, siguiendo el 
consejo de un compadre. 

El apartamento de los Torres esta 
localizado en una vecindad residencial y 
montanosa de West Roxbury, en una casa 
de color cafe, en condiciones no muy 
malas, que esta dividida en tres 
viviendas. “‘Hay muchas caras negras en 
el vecindario,” y los demas casi todos son 
latinos, con unos apartamentos de 
blancos “‘jipis.”

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Priest Sees Young Bisexuals 


as New Niggers 


By Charley Lerrigo 

Paul Shanley. The Hermit of Terrible 
Mountain. Boston’s street priest who 
gained a national reputation as the 
Catholic Church’s only cleric assigned 


full-time to work with alienated youth on. 
the streets. Father Paul is back-in-town 
again. 


Father Paul left the street in Fall, 1969, 
amid a flurry of rumors. ““He was a Com- 
munist. He went back to Russia. He was 
arrested for selling bad acid...He became 
a heroin addict...He was an undercover 
narcotic agent until the street people ex- 
posed him.”’ The Associated Press, that 
official arbiter of misinformation, used its 
wires to promote a story that Father Paul 
had left because he couldn’t stand work- 
ing with the kids anymore. 

He left the street telling people to 
whom he was close that he was beginning 
to see a new post-drug trip the kids were 
headed for — a trip he declined to 
describe. 

“The truth about my leaving the streets 
of Boston,”’ he explains, “is that I was 
forced to leave the street by adult violence 
and hate. Ecclesiastical harassment (wear 
your black suit and Roman collar at all 
times) compelled me to despair of work- 
ing with youth, and I left the scene 
overwhelmed by the spectre of Christians 
destroying their children in the Name of 
7 . 
(Father Paul is grateful to the 
Archbishop of Boston for letting him re- 
tain an official ministry to alienated 
youth.) 

His first stop was in Vermont, where 
the monks of Weston Priory turned over a 
farmhouse, barn and mountain — Terri- 
ble Mountain — to use as an R&R retreat 
for adults who had been worn down by the 
pressures of being advocates for alienated 
youth. 

That venture began to end at 6 a.m., 
Sept. 12, 1971. Father Paul woke that 
morning to the sound of dogs barking out- 
side. He went to the window, only half- 
dressed, to see hunters chasing the dogs 
with shotguns. When he opened the door 
to shout at the hunters, FBI agents 
appeared from the bushes, flashing 
badges and brandishing shotguns. ““There 
were dozens of FBI and state police,’”’ he 
-emembers. 

“They asked if they could come in,”

Father Paul said. “I asked them if they 
had a warrant. ‘Yes,’ they said, ‘But we 
don't have to show it to you.’ Then I said, 
‘If you're going to play kids’ games, then 
you don't have my permission to come in. 
But obviously I’m not going to try to stop 
men who are holding shotguns.’” The 
police entered and began to rip apart the 


house, tearing up floorboards and 
searching the chickenfeed supply. 


As the search proceded, Father Paul 
learned from his guard that they were 
looking for a “‘red-bearded man, a woman 
and a child.” Seems that the trio had 
allegedly blown up an ROTC building in 


Hawaii where the man was a minister. 
What the FBI didn't find out during their 
raid was that the trio had indeed spent 
the summer at Terrible Mountain, but 
had left the night before, acting on a tip. 

Father Paul's next round was an 
odyssey to the communes and street 
scenes of Vermont and the rest of the 
country. All the while, to continue check- 
ing out the next stage in the journeys of 
America's “throw-away™ youth. 

His discovery will not be news to some 
segments of the community: Bisexuality 
and homosexuality have grown and con- 
tinue to grow as the preferred sexual ex- 
pression of young freaks. The sexually 
“deviant™ person is going to be America’s 
new nigger. Society's rejection of the 
young bisexuals is going to push them into 
homosexuality, with all the oppression 
that implies. The cost to the young kid 
who marches to the tune of a different 
drummer in his or her sex life is likely to 
be his or her life. 

There's a reason why Father Paul has 
chosen to remain quiet about his dis- 
covery this long. It's the same reason he 
left a ministry he so obviously loved — the 
people wouldn't listen. 


He had predicted a record number of 


runaway youths; the people and 
authorities ignored his warnings, and the 
next summer, there were more than a 
million runaways on the street. He 
predicted that if the government dried up 
the pot supply, the kids would turn to 
heroin; the adults didn't listen, but it 
happened just like he said it would. He 
predicted the influx of heroin to the sub- 
urbs; the adults poo-pooed his prophecy. 
He told the adults that if they didn’t act 
soon, there would be a wave of youthful 
violence; there was no response. He said 
there was wide-spread use of marijuana 
among the troops in Vietnam, and the 
government denied his charge. He warned 
that the soldiers’ use of marijuana was go- 
ing to lead to heroin, he was branded “‘un- 
patriotic” for his suggestion that any such 
problem existed...until the truth became 
known. 

In each case, when his predictions were 
proven accurate, the authorities and 
elders turned to him for advice. In each 
case it was too late. “What I was trained

satch Sanders: An Athlete Dies Twice

They finally managed to hang number 
6,-from the rafters. It wasn’t easy. When 
the Celtics decided to retire his jersey, 
Bill Russell was anything but cooperative. 
Tom Sanders isn’t eager to see number 16 


Not just yet. 

Numbers 6, 14, 21, and 15 are all up 
there already. Russell, Bob Cousy, Bill 
Sharman, and Tom Heinsohn were the 
other members of the starting five on the 
first Celtics team Tom Sanders ever 


played on. That team won a World Cham- 
pionship, the first of many for Satch, and 
while Russell is, among other things, a 
retired coach, and Cousy, Sharman, and 
Heinsohn are all successful NBA coaches, 
Satch Sanders is still playing basketball 


for the Celtics. 

Friday will be Tom Sanders night at the 
Boston Garden. These affairs are 
commonly arranged to coincide with the 
imminent demise of a ballplayer. (It is an

old cliche, but one uttered with surprising 
frequently by aging ballplayers, that “an 
athlete dies twice.”) Both Sanders and 
the Celtics would like to emphasize that, 
for once, this is not the ease. Satch is not 
anxious to attend his own wake. 

It was nearly twenty years ago that 
some well-meaning soul tried to 
commission a statue of Harry Truman, 
presumably on the assumption that he 
would expire before its completion 
anyway. Truman managed to discourage 


the creation of the memorial, as well as— 


his own extinction, for some time, which 
is very much the situation Sanders finds 
himself in right now. 

Satch empathizes with Russell’s 
determination not to involve himself in 
the pageantry of a retirement ceremony, 
and, in truth, if the occasion for his ‘night’ 
actually was connected with his departure 
from the game, he’d probably arrange to 
come down with the London flu on Friday 
night. It’s nice, of course, that Boston is 
finally honoring a man who has given it so 
much, but when Satch is ready to hang 
them up, he’ll let you know. 

“L understand how Russ felt, and 1 
think I look at it the same way,” he 
mused. “Retirement isn’t an occasion to 
celebrate. When it comes time to quit, 
when you realize you can’t do it anymore, 
it’s a time to go have about 300 beers with 
your bartender. It’s sort of like breaking

up with a young lady, you know. You 
don’t want to look back.” 

Right now, Satch can look back all he 
wants, and look ahead too. He’s once 
again playing for a team that has the best 
record in professional basketball, one that 
has, in fact, a Won-loss record equal to the 
hest any Celtics team has ever had in the 
first half of a season, and win, lose, or 
draw, he’s not making any decisions 
about retiring until after the season. 

There are some observers who seriously 
doubted he’d be around this long. Three 
years ago Sanders underwent surgery on 
his knee, and there was a time, seemingly 
interminable, when he was getting beat so 


badly in practice that it seemed only’ 


humane that he be put out to pasture and 
not be embarrassed by being put on the 
court in public with those young boys. 


“I was actually closer to, retirement 
then than Iam now,” recalls Satch. “If I 
wasn’t going to play any longer, see | 
wouldn’t have needed an operation. | 
could have gone through life just fine 
without it, but if I was going to play 
basketball, I had to have it. / felt like I 
had a few years left, but it was up to 
Tommy and Red. I went to them and 
asked if I fit into their plans and they : said 
‘yes,’ that they were counting on me.” He 
laughs, “that year it wasn’t like they 
were going to miss me a whole lot 


anyway.” 

So he had the operation, and last 
December he returned to the starting 
lineup, helping the team to an Atlantic 
Division title. While he’s been used 
sparingly this season, that he is an in- 
tegral — and essential — part of the team 
has been demonstrated vividly in recent 
games, with Don Nelson out with a 
sprained ankle.. 

“It'll be the same thing after this year,” 
he says. ‘First, I’ve got to look at myself 
and decide whether I realistically believe I 
can make a contribution to the team. 
Then, I’ve got to see what they think — 
whether Tom Heinsohn plans on using 
me, and of course, the draft will have a lot 
to do with that. If they go and draft a lot 
of forwards, well, I’m not going to take up 
space and stand in the way of a younger 
player coming up.” 

“Still,” his expression is suddenly 
somber, “I’m not looking forward to it. 
Let’s face it, | love this game, and I’ve 
been around it all my life. When I think 
about it it’s difficult to even imagine not 
playing basketball.” 

Satch would like to stay around the 
game in some capacity when that day 
finally comes, be it as a coach like so 
many. of his former teammates, as a 
sportscaster (like Russell) or even in a 
front office job (like Wayne Embry, now 
the General Manager of the Milwaukee 
Bucks.) ‘“‘They all sound attractive,” he 
grins. “And anything’s possible.”’ Clearly, 
he is eminently qualified for any of them, 
and he’s cheerfully open-ended about the 
possibilities for the future. 


Whatever he does that involves 
basketball will be motivated out of his 
love for the game, because, at this point, 
he certainly doesn’t have to depend on it 
financially. Sanders’ outside interests - 
would suffice to keep another man busy 
24 hours a day. He’s a salesman for a 
printing frim, Congrafics of Needham, 
and a representative for a brokerage 
house, J.P. Moran. Besides a consuming 
involvement in community affairs — his 
community is Roxbury, where he’s lived 
for a dozen years, he is the only Celtic-to 
eschew life in the suburbs — on a 
volunteer basis, he’s also entered into a 
few business ventures there. 

One of the more publicized was his role 
asa developer. “It was poorly thought out 
on my part,” he says, “Philosophically 
and emotionally 1 was acting from the 
proper motivation, but froma business 
standpoint it wasn’t a very good idea.” 

‘What happened was the government 
has planned all this urban development 
stuff in Roxbury. Basically, they were 
renovating about 2,100 apartments in the 
community, taking these old buildings 
and displacing the tenants while they 
fixed them up, then renting them back at 
higher rents — and the hitch was that 
they were doing it all with white 
developers and white contractors and. 
white work crews. 

“So there objections, you know; people 
said ‘Why aren’t black people getting 
these contracts? It’s our community.’ And 
their answer was ‘there aren’t any black 
people with the money to do it.” I took

careful. They have to take the 
responsibility, that’s what being a nurse 
or midwife is in Africa. Some of the nurses 
here are just going in order to make 
money, laughing at patients, yelling at 
them — I can’t take that. I don’t joke 
most of the time because I know that that 
place is not the place. 

“Those people should put themselves in 
the patients’ place. A patient’s light will 
go on and the nurses will stay in the 
bathroom smoking cigarettes for I don’t 
know how long, things which just don’t 
appeal to me. Of course, I used to. answer 
all the lights — I don’t smoke, when they 
were having coffee I could go and answer 
the light. Perhaps she wants the bedpan, 
or he wants something, medication, or 
he’s in pain, he’s in agony, or he’s having 
a heart attack — you have to answer that 
light in order to find out what’s going on. 

“I used to go and answer all the lights, 
but I saw that in this country you have to 
speak up. If you don’t say anything, 
excuse the word but, that’s what it is, 


- they shit on your head. That’s what they 


say in French. I can’t stand that.” 


TBP: How do you have to speak up? 
What do you say? 

Ms. Kamin: “! don’t say I’m the one 
who .. . No, no, no, no, I just try to make 
them conscious of where they are. They 
didn’t leave their house to go there in 
order to smoke cigarettes. They came to 
work, and the expectation is that they are 
going to help patients. In my country, we 
always say that the patient is a queen or 
king and you have to do whatever they 
want you to do. If someone is dead — we 
have a lot of respect for dead people — if 
someone is dead you cannot just come 
there and start making jokes and say ‘Oh 
look at the way he looks, like a —’ That 
hurts me, things like that. And here it 
happens often. 

“The only reason I can stay here is just 
to make money, there’s nothing which 
really attracts me here except the studies. 
I would be more helpful to my people if I 
went home, because they have a lot of 
technicians in my country and a lot of 
foreign people working for us. But I will 
understand my own people better than 
someone who’s a foreigner. 

“What I’m talking about is people in 
the villages, poor people, you know. They 
are not poor materially, because they 
might have a house and enough to eat. 
Being rich in my country is not when you

have a big car, nice house, no. Being rich 
in my country is when you don’t have a 
broken leg, you don’t have one eye, you 
have enough to eat, you know, you are 
rich for your own. The other person might 
have a lot of money and not know what to 
do with the money, and he’s not rich — 
the definition of being rich, I don’t know.” 

Ms. Torres: “I don’t like it (Boston) as 
much as | thought I would. Though in fact 
we do have more money than we did on 
the island, the children can eat meat 
every day instead of once a week as on the 
island, and the children each have & bed 
to sleep in. (But it is hard to get money.) 
If you go to a factory to look for work they 
all ask you is do you speak English? If the 
answer is ‘No’ there is no work. 

TBP: Have you felt prejudice against 
Latins? 

Ms. Torres: ‘“‘Oh yes. Especially at the 


hospital. I went there once and told the ~ 


nurse I didn’t speak English. She turned 
to another nurse and said, ‘Why did she 
come here if she doesn’t speak English?’ 
Now, I understand some English, and 
when I get really mad I can speak it. I said 
to her, ‘Do you speak Spanish?’ in 
English. She said ‘No’ and she looked 
surprised. And I said, ‘Well, what are you 
doing here?’ She shut up.” 

When the family first came to Boston 
— February ’71 — Ms. Torres found an 
apartment in a home owned by slumlord 
Maurice Gordon. “We had heat but not 
hot water. The yard and basement were 
flooded because the toilet was backed up. 
We were living in a pigsty. Then right 
away the boiler didn’t work and we had no 
heat. There were three small fires because 
of the boiler and people had to be 


evacuated each time in the middle of the 
night. An inspector came to look at the 
boiler and said it would have to be 
replaced; that if it was used it would 
explode within one to three months and 
the top of the building would fly off. Se we 
had no heat for the rest of the winter. All 
the children got sick, two had pneumonia. 
We slept in our coats. 

“Victor Feliciano of ITC (an agency 
which helps Puerto Ricans) came to help 
the tenants get together to prosecute 
Gordon. It dragged out in court more than 
a few weeks. I was having to leave the 
children with a neighbor to be in court. In 
the end the lawyer sold himself to 
Gordon for a $2000 bribe. He stood up and 
said he had nothing more to say in the 
case. He just quit prosecuting. 

“I had to get out of the apartment 
because of my sick children. So I started 
walking the streets from house to house 
looking for apartments. I walked all the 
way from Wellesley St. in Dorchester to 
Parker St. in Roxbury. My finger got tired 
of pushing doorbells. You have to be 
carrying a saint around with you here to 
find an apartment.” 

They finally found one on a street near 
where they now live but it didn’t have 
heat, so they moved again to their present 
location. It’s a two-bedroom apartment 
which costs $137 a month. 

The family is looking for a new 
apartment because this one is too expen- 
sive. They have an application in with the 
BHA for an apartment in one of the 
projects. 

“But every time I go down there (the 
BHA) to ask about it they tell me that I

tener suficiente para alimentarse, Ud. 
sabe, uno es rico por lo propio. El otro 
puede tener mucho dinero y no saber que 
hacer con ello, y el no es rico — como se 
define el ser rico, yo no se bien.” 

Sra. Torres: ‘“‘No me gusta tanto como 
creia que me iba a gustar. En realidad 
tenemos mas dinero que tuvimos en la 
isla, las hijas pueden comer carne todos 
los dias en vez de una vez por semana, y 
ellas tienen una cama cada una. Pero es 
dificil conseguir dinero. Si uno va a una 
factoria buscando trabajo siempre 
preguntan si uno habla ingles. Y si uno 
dice no, no hay trabajo.” 

TBP: Ha sentido Ud. prejudicio contra 
la gente latina? 


Sra. Torres: ‘“‘Oh, claro que si. 
Especialmente en el hospital. Una vez fui 
alli y dije a la enfermera que no hablaba el 
ingles. Se volvio a otra y dijo ‘Porque vino 


entiendo bastante ingles, y cuando me 
pongo bien brava lo puedo hablar un 
poco. Yo le dije, ‘Do you speak Spanish?’ 
(Habla Ud. el espanol?) Ella dijo que no y 
quedo asombrada. Y yo dije, ‘well, what 
are you doing here?’ (Pues, que hace usted 
por aqui?) Ella cerro la boca. 


(Cuando le familia vino a Boston al 
principio en febrero de 1971, Sra. Torres 
habia encontrado un apartamento en uno 
de los cuadros que pertenecen a Maurice 


‘Gordon, el infame propietario.) 


“Tuvimos calefaccion pero no habia 
agua caliente. La yarda y el sotano se 
llenaron porque el toilet no funciono. 
Viviamos en una porqueria. Despues el 
boiler dejo de funcionar y no tuvimos 
calefaccion. Habia tres fuegos pequenos a 
causa del boiler y habia que evacuar a la 
gente (Al fin encontraron un apartamento 
cerca de donde viven ahora, pero no tenia 
calefaccion, y se mudaron a la casa en que 
estan actualmente. Es un apartamento de 
dos dormitorios, y cuesta $137 mensuales.) 


La familia esta buscando otro 
apartamento porque este es demasiado 
caro. Han mandado las aplicaciones al 
BHA para una vivienda en un proyecto.) 


“Pero cada vez que voy por alli para 
preguntar me dicen que no llene bien las 
aplicaciones.

that as sort of a slap in the face, you see, 
so with a government loan — it’s called a 
‘21-D-3’ — 1 bought 7 buildings — 83 
units — and renovated them, hiring out to 
black contractors and using black labor. 
It all sounded good, but like I said, I kind 
of rushed into it and didn’t think out all 
the angles. One of them was that it 
ultimately made me a landlord. And a 
landlord is a landlord, black, white, or 
pink.” 

He shakes his head. “‘It is better, see, in 
Roxbury than it was when I first moved 
there. They’re fixing up and improving 
one area at a time, block by block, but 
that’s just not enough. I’ll tell you, about 
ten years ago, Sam Jones and I were 
working with this program called the 
Friendship Athletic Leauue. It was 
started by this judge, Judge McKinney, 
for kids who were chronically getting into 


‘trouble. 1 mean these kids were real 


troublemakers — so bad they wouldn’t let 


them into other leagues. 
“Anyway, there were 212 kids in this 


league, and when it came time for them to 
fill out application cards, most of them 
could spell their names right, but that’s 
about all. They ran into trouble when it 
came to spelling the street they lived on. 
That’s not enough, see, these kids were 
supposedly educated in this city, and a lot 
of them were 18 or 19 with — supposedly 
— a high school education. 

“Sure, it’s gotten better in ten years. 
But. not much. Not enough. 

“That, you see, is why I’m living in 
Roxbury. That is why I’m trying to 
change things. They can be changed. 
They even clear the snow in some areas of 
Roxbury now, which they didn’t at all ten 
years ago.” 

And what happened to the Friendship 
Athletic League? 

“It was supposed to be funded by a 
number of City Agencies and run by the 
Parks Department. You know, the 
bureaucracy. They’d agreed to do it, anc 
then they didn’t. It died.” 

It occurred to me that: Satch was 


manifesting the demeanor of an incipient 
politician himself. 
“Like I said,” he laughed and spread 


his hands. “‘Anything’s possible. Sure, I’m _. 


interested, just like all the other things 
that interest me. After all, I got my degree 
(from New York University) inthe art of 
conning people. They called it 
marketing! 

“Seriously, I’ve given the possibility 
some thought, getting into politics. The 
only way to do it, though, is to be 
completely independent — financially 
and otherwise — and have no strings tied 
to you. | keep thinking about it, and who 
knows, maybe when I’m through playing 
that’s what I will do. Or one of the things 


I'll do.” He shakes his head. “I keep 


telling myself that, anyway..:” 


There are many things he'd like to do, 
and foremost among them is to play on 
another World Championship team.

bring here.” King said he was 
attempting to get the dormant 
South Boston Committee on 
UMass to hold a meeting soon. 

Meanwhile, back at the offices 
of the Mayor, the university, and 
the MBTA, the silence was 
deafening. Two bills have been 
filed in the legislature, including 
one that would give the Mayor 
annual review powers over the 
growth of the university. The 
other would provide indemnities 
to those: people displaced by 
campus-generated housing. As it 
appears now, each piece of 
legislation stands two chances of 
passing: slim and forget it. 

It’s still up to that fragile 
coalition — the Dorchester- 
Columbia Point Task Force — to 
alter the odds. And save their 
neighborhoods.

Thomas Worcester was an engineer 
whose firm did considerable work for the 
state. Among other projects Worcester 
designed most of Route 128 which won 
several prizes back in the sixties. On 
March 13, 1957, Worcester was indicted in 
federal district court on charges of income 
tax evasion. The prosecutor claimed the 
engineer had not listed nearly $275,000 in 
income over a nearly ten-year period. 
Worcester finally came to trial three and a 
half years after the original indictment 
and was found guilty in a thirteen day 
‘trial. 

Worcester had a story to tell. The 
engineer claimed that the $275,000 was a 
business expense; specifically, bribes to 
state officials for contracts. Worcester 


paid the money to one Frank Norton who ~ 


had approached Worcester in 1948 with 
an offer to aide him in getting state 
contracts. Worcester testified that Norton 
told him he knew one man who would 
arrange all the contracts Worcester could 
handle: William F. “Big Bill’ Callahan, 
then the chairman of the Massachusetts 
Turnpike Authority and the man after 
whom the airport tunnel is named. 
Callahan was then one of the most 
powerful figures in Massachusetts along 
with House Speaker John Thompson, 
known to his close friends and admirers as 
the ‘Iron Duke.’’ Wyzanski heard 
Worcester’s story, believed him (‘He 
completely persuaded me of his decency, 


said the judge) and offered to give him a 
suspended sentence in return for his 
testimony before a grand jury. Worcester 
agreed. 

Shortly thereafter, Elliot Richardson — 
now the Mad Bomber’s right hand man at 
defense, then US attorney for Wyzanski’s 
district — filed a motion to revoke 
Worcester’s probation because he had not 
been sufficiently candid with the grand 
jury. Wyzanski, convinced that the case 
should come out into the open, made 
Worcester’s grand jury testimony public 
and then used the hearing on 
Richardson’s motion to launch a sweeping 
probe of the matter. 

What Wyzanski uncovered in his probe 
was only the tip of the corruption iceberg 
in Massachusetts. More important than 
his specific findings of facts was 
Wyzanski’s final decision. The Globe's 
Charlie Whipple, then a staff reporter and 
now editor of the op-ed page, later called 
it “the harshest blast from the bench I 
have ever heard, a call to arms against 
corruption.” 

Wyzanski almost labelled the 
politicians involved in the case liars and 


.said Callahan’s testimony was worthless. 


“No one ... would care to stake much on 
Callahan’s oath,” was how he put it. 

Specifying the areas he felt the US at- 
torney should investigate, Wyzanski 
concluded, ‘‘But it will be said that the 
questions just put are no business of a 
judge. He is not to be a common scold. 
Nor is he to-use his place to push before 
the public his name, his views, his 
personality. 


“If he does so, will it not be believed that, not 
content to be a robin in his own back yard, he 


aims to be a Washington eagle screaming for 
carrion — a vulture, without song or sweetness, 
seeking a national audience? I am not 
unmindful that just such charges have been 
and will be made. And | am not unaware that 
no humble disclaimer of egoism and ambition 
will be acceptable in all quarters. There will be 
those who say in no way does pride more clearly 
manifest itself than in a pretended humility. 
Confession of error is one of the most conceited 
forms of self-aggrandizement. 

“But even if one is charged with vanity, with 
absense of taste, with lack of grace, with lust 
for higher office, is.it not time to sound a 
clarion? Another will blow it better. But it is 
something to prove that the trumpet can be 
blown ... To do justly, and to love mercy, and to 
walk humbly with thy God is a command 
which sometimes can be fulfilled only in a 
spirit of righteous indignation.” 


That call to the citizens of 
Massachusetts is often quoted in law texts 
and reviews. More important it led 
directly to the formation of the 
Massachusetts Crime Commission and 
the indictment of men like Big Bill and 
the Iron Duke. Wyzanski would intimate 
later not enough digging was done and 
openly feuded with US attorney W. 
Arthur Garrity over the number of corrup- 
tion cases tried at the federal level. 


Wyzanski made headlines repeatedly 
throughout the 1960’s. He threatened to 
jail Massachusetts Attorney General Ed 
McCormick, nephew of the former 
Speaker of the House, for contempt in 
1961 when he felt the younger McCormick 
was trying to cover up scandals involving 
the State Democratic party. Uncle John 
took to the floor of the House (with 
further commentary from Manny Cellar) 
to denounce Wyzanski as a “despot.” 


He heard the United Shoe Machinery 
case — often described as the most 
complex, most politicized anti-trust case 
of its time. “That,” says a local law 
professor, “was his best law — a simply 
brilliant handling of the case.” 

As early as 1965, Wyzanski was coming 
to the forefront as an advocate of more 
realistic drug laws. “It is not in the best 
interests of justice or the state,” he 
commented then, “that law enforcement 
officials concentrate their efforts on 
apprehending users or minor dealers.” He 
released a man charged with a minor drug 
violation in 1966 for just those reasons. 

Wyzanski’s dealings with draft resistors 
also made him a near-hero of liberals in 
the state and a judge in low standing with 
more conservative commentators and 
attorneys. His most famous case came in 
1969 when he opened the way for John 
Sisson to attack the Selective Service Act 
of 1967 at the Supreme Court level. 


In that case, Wyzanski ruled that the 
Selective Service Act was 
unconstitutional because it failed to 
recognize the rights of a legitimate con- 
scientious objector who does not fall 
within strict boundaries set by the act. 
‘When the law treats a reasonable, 
conscientious act as a crime, it subverts 
its own power. It invites civil 
disobedience. It impairs the very habits 
which nourish and preserve the law.” 

As in many of his decisions, Wyzanski 
concluded with a broad commentary on 
the law and society. “Every man,” he 
wrote, “shares with society as a whole an 
interest in the liberty of the conscientious 
objector, religious or not. The freedom of

for is prediction and prevention,” he 
would explain. ““Not rehabilitation.” 

“I'd go to the federal and state agencies 
and ask them for money to set up hostels 
to prevent the problem, and they'd tell 
me that there were plenty of funds for 
rehabbing addicts. If the kid obliges by 
becoming an addict, then they’ll help 
him,” Father Paul laments. 

So it was not surprising that Father 
Paul decided not to tell, “After drugs, 
what next?” In those days, all he would 
say is: “‘There is and has been a 
phenomenon on the youth scene far more 
important and astonishing than drugs, 
about which [ never elucidated since 1 was 
having so much trouble convincing people 
of the truth about drugs, alienation, 
violence and runaways.” 

Father Paul is aware that his forecast of 
new numbers and increased repression for 
bi- and homo-sexuals is not “news” to the 
gay community. “In no way do | want to 
speak for the gay community,” he 
emphasized. “The only reason I’m saying 
anything now is that the gay community 
has asked me to speak, not for them, but 
for the bisexuals.” / 

He's trying to be careful in the language 
he uses. “I don’t like the term ‘homosex- 
uality,”” he says. “‘I’d rather talk about 
homosexual acts, or heterosexual or bisex- 
ual acts. I don’t want to categorize a per- 
son simply on the basis of his or her sexual 
preference.” 

But Father Paul is going to be carrying 
his new prediction primarily to the same 
people who didn’t listen before. He is 
steeling himself for another round of re- 
jections. 


“Let me tell you what I’m saying to my 
audiences. Catholics have always had a 
nigger. We're temporarily embarrassed 
because we don’t have a nigger right now. 
We started out with the red man, then 
went to the black man, and then we made 
the long-hairs our niggers until we found 
out we couldn’t beat up on them because 
they're our own kids. 

“But the adults want a nigger. | think 
our new nigger is going to be the person of 
different sexual preference. There are an 
estimated 20 million ‘homosexuals’ in the 
country; the number of ‘bisexuals’ is 
probably several times that. The adults 
are going mistakenly to confuse bisexuali- 
ty with homosexuality; they’re going to 
end up finding out their new nigger is 
their own kid. 

It’s going to be the same kind of mis- 
take the adults made about the kids who 
used marijuana, Father Paul worries. 
“Years ago I was saying, don’t associate 
pot with heroin. If you associate it with 
heroin and come down heavily on it, you’ll 
drive kids into heroin. Now, by the same 
token, don’t associate bisexuality with 
homosexuality. 

“Bisexuality, as far as I’m concerned, 
and using the adult terms which I really 
don’t understand anymore, is ‘normal,’ 
‘natural,’ is not ‘pathological’ and not 
‘neurotic.’ It is none of the things the 
general public seems to think it is.” 

‘‘Besides,’’ he continued, ““Who are the 
adults to tell young people about sex? 
Masters and Johnson report that_ more 
than 50 per cent of the adults are sexually 
dissatisfied. A quarter to a third of all 


' marriages end in divorce, and 40 per cent 


of all marriages are in trouble. 

“I'm not saying that marriage and 
heterosexuality are without value. I’m 
saying I think the question is up for grabs. 
If young people want to experiment with

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Growing With Boston’s Labor Movement 


By Sid Blumenthal and Steve Miller. 


The Dorchester office of the 
Packinghouse Workers Union is a dirty 
red brick, single story building located 
five minutes from the modern New 
Market meatpacking plants. The meat- 
packers were organized in the mid-thirties 
as the CIO was picketing, sitting in, 
striking, and organizing industrial unions 
from Flint, Michigan to the Haymarket 
in Boston, formerly the concentration 
point of packinghouses in New England. 
It eventually drew in militants of all 
varieties — socialists, communists, and 
plain progressives. These workers and 
organizers were the catalyzing factor in 
the union’s formation. 

The Packinghouse Workers Union grew 
rapidly to include a membership of close 
to a quarter-million. Once established, 
the union’s actions dramatically 
improved meatpacking conditions which 
had prevailed since Upton Sinclair 
shocked the country with his turn-of-the 
century muckraking classic, The Jungle. 

John E. Mitchell, the Boston 
international union representative, thin 
and now white haired, is one union official 
who remembers the early days and hard 
times. 

Mitchell's speech has a distinctive 
twang to it — his father was a Yankee and 
his mother an Irish Catholic, a particular 
Boston synthesis. His personal history is 
representative of many left-wing 
unionists in. the area. 

“The leaders of the American labor 
movement, with few exceptions are way 
over on the right. I’m down in years now 
and I look back and I blame it all on that 
old red-baiting business that started over 
a quarter century ago. History has proven 
that whenever you control or eliminate 
the activities of the left, then the 
moderates become the left, the right 
becomes the middle, and the nazis 


become members of the respectable right. 


And I would submit that the country has 
heen moving to the right since FDR died. 


That was when the foreign policy of the, 


country turned around 180 degrees. Those 
in Washington who had been kept under

wraps hefore came out and Harry the 
Haberdasher was their willing agent.

THE EDUCATION OF JOHN E. 
MITCHELL, BOSTON UNION MAN 


—Awake and Read— 


“The Depression was one of the things 
that got me thinking. My old man was a 
brakeman on the Boston and Maine 
Railroad and in 1930 he got laid off after 
twenty years service. He was without a 
job, along with roughly twenty million 
other Americans. So we had to go on relief 
and that’s why I’m very sympathetic 
today to people on welfare. 1 remember 
when we had to hide the radio in the 
closet when they came checking around 
with the means test; if you had a radio 
then you didn’t deserve to be on welfare. 


I was always a guy who did a lot of 


reading but the inhibiting factor in my 
becoming a real radical was my mother, 
who was a devout Catholic. She was Irish 
Catholic and my father was a Yankee 
Protestant. 

I went to work as an attendant at the 
Metropolitan State Hospital in Waltham. 
There I met a Finnish communist and he 


" started my radical education. He let me 


take that book, Ten Days That Shook the 
World by John Reed. Reading that book 
opened up my eyes to the political world. 
That’s when I started reading literature of 
the left. I used to come in town on my day 
off and pick up stuff; there was a 
bookstore on Beach St. that sold radical 
literature. Around that time I became a 
radical, but not affiliated with. any 
organization.

‘‘In 1937 I went to work in a 


packinghouse, Bachelor and Snider. 1° 


already knew about unions because I used 
to go every Saturday down to the left- 
wing bookstore and pick up The New 
Masses and whatever else | could afford. 
In 1940 a guy who worked with me and 
who had worked in a union shop before 


came around and said, ‘We need a union 
in this joint.” And I said, “And how!”’ We 
walked up the street after we left the 
plant that day and met the organizer, 
Jesse Prosten, he’s still with us thank 
God. Then I helped to organize the union 
in my own plant. It was hard work. We got 
a little committee going. Theré was one 
guy in the shop who-was an old radical 
from Italy. He helped to educate me 
politically on a real practical, down to 
earth basis. That was one guy on the 
committee. To organize the union you'd 
get one guy to talk to guy that he is 
friendly with and that worker to talk to 
his buddies and so on. That way you'd 
slowly get the union cards together. 

It was mostly Italian radicals who 
organized the unions. The Italians went to 
a printer named Felicani for help. 
Felicani was head of the Sacco-Vanzetti 
Defense Committee. 

In previous years there were un- 
successful strikes at five plants for 
recognition. Then the CIO set up the 
Packinghouse Workers Organizing 
Committee. This was the device they used 
to organize the mass industries. In 1936 
they had a successful strike in half a 
dozen plants. Most of the shops" were 
organized by strikes. 

The organizer, Jesse Prosten, and the 
workers worked hard to build the union. 
The organizer would visit the workers at 
home and they also had a hall that they 
would meet in. The hall belonged to the 
group of Italian radicals called Causa 
della Popolo. That club was a wonderful 
group of guys; they had anarchists, 
syndicalists, socialists, communists. 
‘What killed that club was during the 
McCarthy period they were being visited 
by the FBI and the immigration service. 
The Italian radicals were afraid of being 
deported: 

The organizing committee was 
basically this group. But there were guys 
who were charter members of the union 
who were apolitical or right-wing but they 
were all interested in the union because of 
the lousy working conditions and the 
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lousy. pay! The issues for me wefe com- 

ditions — you had no guaranteed work 

week, no vacations, no holidays, no 

pensions, no sick days, no nothing. It 

didn’t operate at alklike | had read in my 
high school civics. 

The guys would wait, huddled up in the 

cold outside the packing plants waiting 

for a foreman to come out and pick out 

who was going to work that day. We 

would wait two hours, three hours. Then 

the man would come out and say, “You, 

you, and you, that’s all.” And that would 

. be all. You never really knew if you were 

going to work. If the boss didn’t like you 


you were finished and couldn't get a.job. 
And no one got paid for waiting either, no 
way. We needed a union and when we got 
one we stopped all this. 

J was also really shocked by the way 
some of the foreigners behaved. They 
would take their hats off to the boss and 
bow before him. It wasn’t easy to get them © 
to overcome that. You just had to talk, 
talk, talk. 

A few years after the union was’ 
organized I was drafted to be secretary- 
treasurer. The previous one had gambled 
the dues away on the dogs. In a union that 
was radical and honest this was a big deal 


so he Was expelled and | was drafted. 
Thé next year, 1944, I went on the staff 
and became an organizer. The first plant | 
organized was in Springfield. Everything 
broke my way. | walked into a bowling 
alley on a tip from the CIO office that this 
was the place where the guys and gals 
congregated. I just grabbed a hold of 
people as they took their turns bowling. 
Before you knew it we had a committee in 
the men’s room. We then met at a place 
called the White Russian Cafe and within 
a month we had the plant organized. 
They had a company union but it was 
worthless. They say that if an organizer 


wins his first plant he talks about it the 
rest of his life. ; 
—Fascism and the Church— 
Before the war Boston was one of the 
headquarters for the supporters of that 
fascist, Father Coughlin. They were 
organized into the Christian Front. He 
talked about social justice. In the middle 
of the depression with twenty million 
Americans out of work, my own family on 
relief, that had a nice sound because there 
was no goddamn sign of it around. My old 
man was taken in by him in the 
depression. I was too. I was just a young 
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Barrel Lore: How to Make Hard Cider 


By Buell Hollister 

A lot of people have been turning to 
home-made wine recently and good old 
free enterprise has made sure that we 
have enough plastic jugs, tubes, filters 
and concentrated grape extract to put us 
all in the drunk tank for a long time to 
come. 

Lost among all the commercial 
emphasis on home winemaking (have 
you noticed that the Wine-Art franchise is 
based in California?), is a true vin du pays 
in New England: hard cider. It tastes 
somewhat like a good, dry champaigne 
without the bubbles, although it can be 
naturally carbonated if desired. Twice as 
easy to make as wine, it needs no fancy 
equipment, just a few items that are fairly 
common. 

Most people have never experienced 
hard cider, or if they have they remember 
some kind of thin, vinegary drink that 
they made in a gallon jug while in school. 
Put the memory of that early misfortune 
out of your mind. Genuine cider is 
fermented in an oak barrel and has been 
wracked off (syphoned) at least once after 
fermentation. Apples that goi into the 
best cider are not the modern hybrids 
such as Mackintosh or golden (or red) 
delicious, but the old fashioned ‘‘keepers” 
like Baldwins. Even rarer than Baldwins 
but as good or better are Russets. Red 
Russets or Rock Russets, which are small, 
tart, and hard, seem to have almost no 
juice. They used to say that a Russet 
could be used as a baseball during a full 
nine-inning sandlot game and survive 
without a bruise. Macks need an ar- 
tificially controlled environment to last 
through the winter after picking. They are 
kept at one degree above freezing, while 


Baldwins and Russets seem to go on. 


forever at ordinary cellar temperatures. 
Because the American public was 
losing interest in eating apples, the major 
orchards created the sweet, pulpy 
Edenish beauty that is sold in almost all 
grocery stores and roadside stands today. 
It looks gorgeous but lacks the backbone 
necessary for good booze. Now, less than 


10 per cent of all New England orchards 


grow keepers. 

If you have decided to put up your own 
hard cider, the first thing to remember is 
not to mess around with small quantities. 
The bigest hoax on the winemaking 
market is the one gallon kit. By the time it 
is ready (some six months), your thirst 
has also had six months to develop. When 
you set out to make cider a good amount 
to work with is 50 gallons, about a year’s 
worth for a moderate drinker. It is also the 
‘capacity of most standard used whisky or 
rum barrels which are plentiful and 
cheap, (you should pay about $14-$17 to 
get one from local barrel companies). I 
occasionally go to the Stern Barrel Co. in 
Somerville, which has a good selection. 

The barrel, of white oak, charred on the 
inside, should be a piece of carpentry that 
feels good, looks good and smells good 
(and which is also a permanent 


investment). Barrels are a lot like boats, 
they even have the same names for some 
parts, like chines and bilges. If you like 
hand worked wood you can get 
sidetracked on barrel lore. Anyway, you 
will spend a lot of time just looking at and 
touching your barrel. Full of fermenting 
cider it comes alive. Press your ear against 
it and hear the cider working. The only 
problem is weight: empty, the barrel 
weighs about 110 lbs. and full, over 550. It 
is ponderous, but in an odd way not too 
unwieldy, a secret of its design. Even so, if 
you are going to lift it onto avcradle or 
platform you will need the help of a few 
grown men. The barrel should not be 
moved while its contents are gestating. 
[he cider tyro can go the whole route 
and acquire a press. Such a device is 
aesthetically pleasing, but it is also 
expensive and the idea is to stay away 


from large investments. It is much easier 
to get on the phone and start calling cider 
mills to find one still operated by. people 
who know something about hard cider, a 
mill which uses Baldwins or Russets. The 
advent of Mackintosh hybrids coincided 
roughly with Prohibition, so a generation 
or two of mill operators grew up drinking 
cheap gin instead of what God intended 
them to drink. A surprisingly large 
number of them are ignorant of the most 
. precious by-product of their work, or at 
least the finer, aspects of it. My own 
personal choice, although there are 
dozens of others in the area, is the 
Sterling Cider Works in Sterling, Mass. 
Around the middle of November it can 
come up with a good Baldwin mix. 

That is another, and one of the finest, 
things about hard cider. It is seasonal, 
unlike the winemaking franchises which 
can sell you canned extract at any time of 
the year. Making hard cider forces you to 
conform to an annual cycle. Barrels must 
be prepared in November or shortly after, 
Good cider apples are picked then. Eating 
apples come in much earlier in the fall. 
Putting up cider for the year to come is 
like cutting wood for the winter or 
preserving jelly. ; 

So you trundle your barrel, rinsed with 

‘about five pounds of baking soda and 
checked for leaks, out to the mill to be 
filled. I recommend borrowing a pickup 
truck or using a rented flatbed trailer 
when you take it home. Even if you could 
get it into the trunk of your car, you would ° 
be looking at the sky all the way back, 
assuming your springs and axle could take 
the punishment. 

Although some people prefer not to add 
anything to their cider, it is a good idea to 
enhance it with some sugar and raisins. 
One old recipe even calls for 10 lbs. or so 
of beefsteak. Sugar changes into alcohol, 

_the process made possible by natural 
yeasts that are already in the apples, 
(don’t use packaged yeast, it’s cheating). * 
You can adjust the final potency of the 
cider by controlling its sugar content. A

all depends on the freedom of each. Free 


men exist only in a free society.”

The body of law laid down by Charles 
Wyzanski during his thirty years on the 
bench is massive and still growing. (even 
if he hears no further cases in this state, 
he will be hearing them in others.) His 
decisions are a reflection of the man. (“No 
intormed observer,”” he once commented, 
“supposes that a judge is a variety of 
impersonal calculating machine 
who merely applies the law ... Every 
constitutional judge ... to some degree 
applies in his judgements the policies 
which he believes represents the sober 
thoughts of the community and are suited 
to its inarticulate needs.’’) 

Wyzanski saved his greatest concern for 
the individual, although he tried to 
balance that with a notion of society’s 
needs. He frequently reversed his own 
decisions and gave himself a verbal 
tongue lashing in the process. He broke — 
at one time or another — every canon that 
he himself felt a trial judge should 
respect: patience, rejection of the urge to 
inject personal beliefs over the law itself. 
For all Wyzanski’s intellect and legal 
knowledge, like many judges, he was 
inconsistent in his judgements but — 
unlike most judges — he admitted his 
inconsistencies and attributed them 
correctly to the changing climate of gocie- 
ty. 

Wyzanski has no greater desire than to 


be a trial judge. He has turned down 
appointments to higher courts and to a 
post at the United Nations. He claims he 
would be bored even by the Supreme 
Court. “That’s just like Wyzanski,” says 
a local attorney. “He wants to be with 
people and you get only lawyers on the 
Supreme Court.” 

Not long ago, Wyzanski described both 
himself and his life as a judge. “I am 
deeply conscious of my own inadequacies 
of temperament and character,” he said. 
‘Members of the Congress as well as 
appellate courts have justly noted 
occasions when I have been arbitrary — 
and | would add conceited. I have erred 
not only in rulings on law but also in 
maintenance of standards of decent 
conduct. I have been impatient, unduly 
willing to interrupt procedings, and 
sometimes even overbearing. My private 
character is not unsullied... 

“Yet | hope it is not immodest of me to 
say that my faults are chiefly subjective 
— though none the less serious because so 
categorized. Objectively I had experience 
which qualified me for office. My 
endorsers, even if they were mistaken in 
their appraisal of my possibilities, were 
interested less in me than in a high stan- 
dard for judicial appointments.” 

Wyzanski concluded by saying he never 
viewed life on the bench or elsewhere as a 
strict contrast of black and white.“All of 
life,” he said, “is the pursuit of interests 


-and the marshalling of those in- 


terests...Every crisis — public or private 
— is a conflict of competing interests. 
There is a phrase, ‘the path of least 
injustice.’ People ought to think more 
about that. 9

pleasant drink with about the strength of 
beer consists of one-half lb. of sugar per 
gallon of cider. Real wet heads can dump 
in up to a pound per gallon and come up 
with eye-watering dynamite. Anything 
over that is more then the brew can 
digest. When there is more than 14 per 
cent alcohol, the yeasts are overcome and 
expire, leaving unconcerted sugar behind 
and leaving an unpleasantly sweet drink. 
One of the many cider traditions holds 
that sugar should be added in small 
quantities, like mouthfuls, letting each 
one ferment completely before adding the 
next. You wouldn’t want to eat 30 lbs. of 
sugar at one sitting? Personally, I add it 
all at once to save work. 

In with the sugar should go from five to 
10 lbs. of raisins. They add a tang even 
though they do follow you around for the 


life of the cider, getting stuck in the 
spigot, floating around in the jug and 
finally, bobbing about in your glass before 
they slide down your throat. By that time 
they have surrendered everything to the 
cider but their shape. 

The job of mixing all the ingredients 
begins soon after the barrel comes back 
from the mill. Don’t wait too long or it 
may kick off some fermentation before 
you have it vented and then you will have 
a small A-bomb on your hands. After 
driving the spigot into its hole, pour off 
four or five gallons into jugs and another 
three into the largest pot you can find. 
Add the raisins to the barrel, stuffing 
them through the bunghole. Taking the 
sugar bags one by one, mix their contents 
into the pot until you have what could be 
the world’s most gruesome sludge. Pour 
it, or rather let it drool through the 
bunghole. Top off the barrel again with 
cider from the jugs, an operation which 
should leave you with two or three gallons 
to put in the icebox. Since the’ cardinal 
rule when making cider is to keep air 


away from the liquor while it is working, 


expel all you can right at the beginning. 
Before replacing the bung, drill a small 
hole in the middle and insert a two-foot 
length of surgical tubing (available in one 
of those drugstores that sell crutches and 
bedpans). With the bung in place, put the 
other end of the tube in a nearby bottle of 
water. This allows carbon dioxide 
produced by the fermenting cider to es- 
cape and blocks any air from getting back 
in. 

At last you are done. So have a Pepsi. 
At leasi three months of waiting 
follows, starting with up to a week or so of 
wondering if the mill added preservatives 
by mistake, as your barrel sits bashfully 
without making a sound. Finally, it expels 
its first, tiny bubbles into the water bottle 
and before another week is out, the barrel 
is boiling away. It will work heavily for 
about a month, tapering off to an 
occasional belch every week or so. Taste it 
to make sure you don’t have vinegar on 
your hands and to make the long wait a 
little easier, but don’t be disappointed at 
its early flavor, which at its best is sweetly 
gaseous. Let it stay in the barrel for at 


least two more months before you begin 
any serious drinking. After that it just 
gets finer by the day. They never used to 
open the first barrel until the first haying, 
but they lived better than we do. 

If you are planning to drink the whole 
thing in a couple of months you can 
syphon it off by the glassful, but if you 
plan to stretch it out for a while, it is best 
to bottle the cider in gallon jugs after you 
are sure that it has stopped working. To 
carbonate some of it, just pour it into 
returnable beer bottles, add a_ half 
teaspoon of sugar to re-start fermenta- 
tion, re-cap the bottles and put them on 
the shelf for a few weeks at room 


temperature. Packaged in bottles of any: 


kind or left alone in the barrel, cider will 
last a couple of years. 

As for other things like freezing some 
outside to make applejack, or distilling it 
to make apple brandy, go ahead if you 
like. It is chancy, requires a large

function as a cohesive unit.”’ Here is the 
linchpin tactical thesis: ‘‘A government is 
most vulnerable in its relations with the 
people, for it must control their actions 
and it must have their support.” If these 
relations are disrupted, the “nation would 
soon cease to function as a cohesive unit... 
The resulting confusion would overlap 
into all other components of the national 
structure.” 

° Psychosocial: “‘For purposes of target 
study, the psychosocial structure of a 
nation or people is often reduced to terms 
of morale, because morale is something 
that can be sensed, observed and 
influenced (behold the shadow of B.F. 
Skinner).... Production requires efficient 
organization and direction, cooperation 
among all the people, their willingness to 
consume less and produce more, to devote 
their energies to the production of war 
materials at the expense of consumer 
goods, and at the same time to face 
personal hardships, tragedies, and the 
dangers of war... 

“Some of the conventional targets for 
morale attacks have been water supplies, 
food supplies, housing areas, 


transportation centers, and _ industrial 
sites. The objectives of these attacks in 
the past have been to dispel the people’s 
belief in the invincibility of their forces, to 
create unrest, to reduce the output of the 
labor force, to cause strikes, sabotage, 
riots, fear, panic, hunger, and passive 
resistance to the government, and to 
create a general feeling that the war

tion of how far the will to resist of a given- 
group of people could be weakened or 
destroyed by aerial bombardment with 
conventional weapons was debatable, it 
was an irrefutable fact that a labor force 
preoccupied with civilian defense duties 
and the finding of food, shelter, and 
transportation could not operate at peak 
efficiency in the production of the 
materials of war... 

“If we were to search for the single type 
of target whose destruction would have 
the greatest adverse effect on the morale 
of a population today, we would have to 
conclude that the destruction of an 
enemy’s major cities with high yield 
nuclear weapons would produce the most 
telling results, not only on morale, but on 


every other component of the nation’s 
structure.” 

If you’ve been watching the tv news 
lately, you've grown familiar with the 
fatuous condescension of a drip by the 
name of Jerry Freidh im who fronts for 
the Pentagon with the press. This is the 
mini-minded hand puppet who 
automatically regards whatever Hanoi 
says as propaganda and expects everyone 
else to do the same, regardless of the fact 
that in the countless disputes between the 
Pentagon and Hanoi about the actualities 
of the war, disputes that now span a 
decade and a half, it is consistently Hanoi 
that turns out right and the Pentagon 
that turns out to have been knowingly and 
self-servingly deceptive. (1 see in the Real 
Paper that Denise Levertov is drawing up 
a hit list headed by Nixon and Kissinger; 
not third, but somewhere Freidheim 
should find his place on that list.) 

Freidheim’s latest trip was to deny that 
Bach Mai hospital was hit by U.S. bombs. 
Three weeks later. with the world press 
clamoring with first-person and film 
accounts of the hospital’s total demoli- 
tion, he at last confessed: “It appears that 
some, limited accidental damage has 
occurred to some facilities at Gia Lam 
Airport and at a hospital the enemy calls 
Bach Mai.” 


But why can’t we forego this whole 


dreary argument about whether it is 
“military” or “nonmilitary” targets that 
Freidheim’s buddies are laying into? If we 
may believe the Fundamentals of 
Aerospace Weapons Systems, there is 
finally no such thing as a nonmilitary or 
excluded target. “A military target,” the 
manual informs us at last, after its 
lengthy exposition of the four com- 
ponents, “is any person, thing, idea, enti- 
ty, or location selected for destruction, 
inactivation, or rendering nonusable with 
weapons which will reduce or destroy the 
will or ability of the enemy to resist.” 

Nixon may be mad, then. Certainly he 
must be mad. But it was thousands of 
years ago that he went that way, not just 
last December, and it is the war itself, not 
just the new bombing, that gives the 
proof, 

The idea of a Vietnam work brigade of 
Americans, proposed here two weeks ago, 
is still gaining support, though it remains 
hard to gauge its extent. The strong 
positive response was perhaps an 
emotional reaction to the then-new blitz 
of Hanoi. People who think it’s a good 
idea should talk it over with their firends 
and might Start thinking about becoming 
organizers. Letters and notes to me care of 
the paper are cherished and guarded 
against the day that plans begin to harden 
and we need to meet. O

man working at the First National store. 

The water front was a stronghold of 
these Christian Fronters. They used to 
deliberately, sabotage supplies that were 
being sent to Russia during the war. 

During the Second World War theLeft 
was: flag waving. We kept the no-strike 
pledge, served voluntarily on government 
agencies. Looking backwards, I’d say that 
we went a little too far but that was an 
important war. We though that when that 
war was won things would be better. It 
didn’t work out that way. 


—CIO Purge —- 


I got the first chill wind of the Cold War 
when I was working down in Harrisburg, 
Pennsylvania in 1945. I was trying to 
organize a Swift plant. I worked out of a 
steel-workers union office. 1 was really 
shocked to hear the staff members talking 
about how they were going to get the 
commies in the CIO. 

We had thought that after the war the 
left would be in a position to go forward. 
But these people were already talking 
about how they were going to use the end 
of the war as a chance to kick out the left. 

The Catholic Church played a very 
prominent role in the purges that started 
the destruction of the CIO. They had an 
organization called the ACTU — 
Association of Catholic Trade Unionists. 

Up here in Massachusetts the purge 
started with the state CIO council. The 
council held a big meeting in Worchester. 
They set it up so that the left unions sat 
on the left, the moderate unions in the 
middle, and the reactionary unions on the 
right. The executive board of the council 
had been set up very democratically so 
that almost every union could have a 
I was the executive board 


representative from the . Packinghouse 
workers. In Massachusetts the left unions 
were by and large smaller in size than the 
other unions. So in order to get rid of us 
they just reduced the size of the executive 
board and said only the largest unions 
could be on it. That gave them control. 

One day while I was eating lunch I 
heard voices in the next booth that I 
recognized. The guy was the president of 
the state CIO. And he was with some 
Catholic priest. They were just gloating 
how well things were going for them, and 
how they had the commies on the run. 

Our union eventually was called before 
HUAC. Wherever we went organizing we 
were redbaited. When we tried to organize 
in the late fifties, clippings were passed 
out to workers about our unign being 
before the HUAC. 

There was some pretty fancy footwork 
performed by the Packinghouse Workers 
Union. Ralph Helstein, International 
President, was a liberal. He managéd to 
walk the tightrope so that although we 
were on the left, we didn’t get kicked out 
of the CIO. 

Our members supported us.One reason 
was the strong involvement of blacks in 
the union. The workforce in Chicago, 
where the union had its headquarters, was 
heavily black. So our union made it a 
definite policy to include and encourage 
black membership and leadership right 
from the beginning of the CIO days. 

The first convention I went to was in 
1944 in Omaha. The Blacks had to stay in 
one part of town and we whites stayed in 
the regular hotel. But the left raised so 
much hell about it that we got a 
resolution passed that we would never 
again have a convention unless it could be 
an integrated one. 

We were. much more successful in 
pushing anti-discrimination against 
blacks than women. We have never been 
able to keep women in leadership 
positions. Women have special disadvan- 


tages. They want to be active but they 
have to go home and take care of the 
husband, the house and the kids. And a 
lot of our meetings are after hours and 
many women had trouble getting out at 
night. It also shows that discrimination 
against women is more deep rooted than 
discrimination against blacks. . 

But we didn’t have any big struggle 
eliminating the wage differential between 
the sexes. That is easy to see. If you are 
doing the same work, why the hell don’t 
you get the same pay. We put out a lot of 
propaganda about it. It was the boss who 
was making a profit by paying the women 
less. It wasn’t doing the guys any good. 


—Packing Up— 


The packing industry has been closing 
down in the old centers. In the old days 
the packing houses and slaughterhouses 
were built near the markets and animals 
were brought to them by train. Now they 
can kill and package the meat right out in 
the farm fields. This way they avoid 
damage to the animals on the trip; they 
used to have to stop the trains to feed and 
take care of the livestock. 

We were losing members like crazy and 
have had a hard time organizing in 
Colorado, Nebraska, and Iowa. Because of 
the change in the industry we decided to 
merge with our old AFL rivals. 

The old UPWA is—now the 
packinghouse workers division within the 


‘Amalgamated Meatcutters. The 


Amalgamated claims to have about 550,- 
000 members. We claim to have about 
150,000 in our division. The biggest 
division is the retail division. They have a 
smaller fur leather division. Then there 
are fish, poultry & canning. 


—Anti-Freeze— 


Even though we’ve merged and it’s 
more difficult the packinghouse workers 
are still militant. When Nixon announced 
the wage freeze companies wrapped 


themselves in the flag and said “we have 
to obey the president.” Jesse Prosten, still 
active, put together a demonstration of all 
the old packinghouse locals to protest the 
freeze. It was during the 1971 AFL-CIO 
convention. All the other unions talked 
but we were the only one | know of that 
took action. 

The fact that the workers in the 
packinghouse division were willing to do 
this shows that they are used -to the 
importance of concerted, national action 
with national coordination. 

The strike was both political and 
economic. It was our way of telling 
Congress that we wanted them to 
authorize increases that had already been 
negotiated. 

We had a national-wide closed circuit 
TV hook-up. Our national president gave 
a speech to the 50,000 workers who had 
walked out. We had our rally over at 


‘Florian Hall in South Boston. The local in 


Somerville, 165, hired a couple of busses. 
The resi of us from New Market marched 


‘or drove in cars. 


Our conversation ended unresolved, 
like the Packinghouse Workers Union 
history. We were the last people left in the 


-building. It was time for dinner. The 


meeting was adjourned over a bread and 
butter issue. As Mitchell locked the heavy 
front door of the union office, decorated 
with a fading McGovern sticker, he 
turned to us and said, “You know, 1 
always knew that the Sacco-Vanzetti 
thing was a frame-up. I'll tell you how I 
know. My wife’s uncle was an official in 
the Italian consulate in Boston. Sacco was 
filling out papers there when he was 
supposedly involved in the hold-up and 
murder. But my wife’s uncle, being a 
foreign national and official, at that, 
couldn't testify at the trial. He would 
have provided Sacco’s alibi. My wife's 
uncle was some fellow. Why, when he was 
in Italy under Mussolini, and he was an

didn’t fill it all out properly. But they 
never tell me what else I have to write, 
and they never send me any letter or 
papers. Two weeks after the heat was cut 
off in the Gordon apartment ITC 
promised to find me a new apartment in 
two weeks. Nothing happened. Later they 
said they would find an apartment by 
December ist for every one of the 72 
families involved but my first application 
had gotten lost. Now they say they don’t 
know what’s going to happen. But in 
general there will probably be much more 
united action, over poor housing 
conditions.” 

TBP: What economic inequalities do 
you feel? (We asked Ms. Torres about 


welfare, Ms. Kamin about her job). Do 
you see inequalities in welfare? 

Ms. Torres rolling her large sparkling 
eyes behind her spectacles: ““Oh-my God, 
yes. They help the large families last, and 
they should be helping them first. They 
asked me to make an estimate of what I 
would need, and when I gave it to her she 
said that living room furniture was a 
luxury. I guess she felt we were all going to 
sit on the floor. All the kitchen things we 
had to get ourselves too, right down to the 
spoons. | guess they thought we were 
going to eat off the floor. We did get them 
free, but they weren’t part of our welfare 
allotment. In other families, they have a 
car, and welfare gives them everything, 
even clothes, and a washing machine. 

“There are too many people on welfare, 
a lot of them are just ‘vago’ (shiftless). 
They prefer not to have to get up on a cold 
winter morning. They would rather stay

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Why I’m Not in Providence 


By R.D. Rosen: 


It’s clear now that I am not in 
Providence. Among the ‘pieces of 
evidence, a certain lack of privacy 
here on the streets where I had been 
led to believe a certain amount. of 
privacy was to be obtained. Also, the 
dead bodies I was shown in the 
brochure are nowhere to be seen. 


are virtually free of corpses. This 
can’t be Providence because my 
privacy is contmually threatened.

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Film: They Came From the Orson Welles

The Orson Welles Cinema is unspooling 
a series of science fiction/horror films 
throughout January, and their fairly 
inspired selection highlights something 
both of the range and limitations of the 
form. All horror and science-fiction films 
are not the same, as their detractors 
would have it; on the other hand, rarely 
are any of them masterpieces as the 
committed might counterclaim. Rather, 
at their best, their pleasures are minor 
but inimitable — there’s nothing else like 
the combined feelings of joy and terror we 
can feel at the sight of Dr. Jekyll’s 
transformation, or the delight resulting 
from an exhilarating trip through time. 
The series opens with two shockers, 
where curiously the lesser film is by far 
the more shocking. The 1932 version of 
Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde, directed by 
Rouben Mamoulian and starring Fredric 
March, is intelligently mounted, with 
superb make-up putting the entire enter- 
prise over. Mamoulian received a great 
deal of attention in his day for his 
“experiments” with the medium — the 
fact that no one uses any of his techniques 
today (or even then) indicates their 
degree of success. The best excuse given 
for Mamoulian is that he is like a-little 
boy playing with a camera and therefore 
manages a freshness of technique that 
gives renewed feeling to tired situations. 
Well, the situations may not be all that 
worn, but the oppressive literalness of 
Mamoulian’s camera ideas can get 
wearisome. The opening shot of Jekyll is a 
long take done from the point-of-view of 
Jekyll alighting from his carriage and 
being greeted by doormen as he enters a 
great hall of science. It looks ridiculous. 
Nonetheless, when Mamoulian settles 
down to telling his story, with its kitschy 
overtones of spiritual Manicheanism, the 
story works well and persuasively. March, 
who won an Oscar, is certainly short of 
—brilliant, but he makes: a convincing 
Jekyll (not'so easy to do) and a disgusting 
- Hyde (easier). Miriam Hopkins as the

poor dear. It’s easily the best of the nine 
“adaptations of the Stevengon tale. 

With it, however, is J. Lee Thompson’ s 
Cape Fear (1962), a vile, truly scary movie 
that may well have been a great work in 
the hands of a less ‘incompetent 


~~. filmmaker. Robert Mitchum gives one of 
his best performances as|a determined 


psychotic killer out to murder Gregory 
Peck’s family, and.he is something to 
make the chilliest heart run colder. Most 
of the suspense and tension are dissipated 
by incredible directorial ineptitude and 
equally incredible plotting, but Mitchum 
is the whole show here and he makes the 
film worth cringing through. (NOTE: 
Definitely not for children!) 


Where Mamoulian has the fullest’ 


Hollywood resources to play around with, 
Godard in Alphaville (1965) demonstrates 


movies, coasts along on its conception and 


atmospheric photography alone, without 
any strong shaping viewpoint on the part 
of the filmmakers (Nothing wears. out 
quicker than “effective” photography.) 
Charles Laughton plays mad scientist Dr. 
Moreau, trying to accelerate evolution by 
creating a breed of “‘mansters.” In a fierce 
parody of then-fashionable , eugenics, 
Moreau’s dream is to cross-breed his 
Panther Woman with the all-American 
hero. Bela Lugosi is briefly effective as the 
spokesman for the creatures — his 
anguished “‘We are not men, we are... 
things!’’ is something to behold. 
Laughton is precisely what Wells would 
have wanted. Directed by Erle C. Kenton. 

The Invisible. Man (1933) introduced 
Claude Rains to the screen, although it is 
certainly the briefest star appearance on 
record. James Whale (who also helmed 
the first two Frankenstein opuses) 
directed, and his academic cutting ap- 
propriately underlines the surface ironies 
of Wells’ paranoid fantasy. The dialogue, 
largely lifted from the original, displays 
an intelligence uncommon in the genre. 
Nothing great, mind you, but among the 
best of type. 


Finally, George Pal, one of the giants of 


special effects, put everything he knew 
about the field into a single production, 
The Time Machine (1960). As might be 
expected, the simulations of time-travel 
and of future civilization are marvelously 
contrived, and the picture is a great deal 
of fun without any other special appeal. 
Perhaps a perfect bet for the fans. Rod 
Taylor and Yvette Mimieux star. 
Among ‘“‘straight”’ science-fiction, the 
Welles has resurrected two popular 
favorites, Forbidden Planet (1956) and 
The Day the Earth Stood Still (1951). The 
incredible devotion of sci-fi buffs to the 
former, a reworking of Shakespeare’s The 
Tempest, rather corifounds me — the idea 
is imaginative, the effects excellent, but 
the film seems to go nowhere with either. 
This is obviously a minority opinion, 
however,~ although in a similar vein, | 


.much prefer This Island Earth (1955), not 


on-the Welles series: The Day the Earth 
Stood Still, onthe other hand, is perhaps 
an archetypal “take me to your leader” 
epic, and its incipient McCarthyesque 
hysteria about alien conspiracy is a 
pertinent attribute today. Very flying- 


-saucer- fifties, and competently, if 


unexceptionally, directed by Robert Wise. 

Comic variation on the sci-fi-theme 
surfaces in Richard Lester’s brilliant The 
Bed-Sitting Room (1969), certainly the 
one “must see” of the series. A nuclear 
war engulfs the world, lasting four 
minutes and twenty-three seconds 
(including the signing of the peace treaty) 
but even amidst complete conflagration, 
well, there’ll always be an England. Lord 
Fortnum is gradually mutating into a 


bed-sitting room, and poor Rita 


‘ Robbie the Robot, Star of Forbidden Planet. 


-that anyone with a camera and the city of 
Paris can make-a science-fiction film — 
with enough..audacity. Godard-employs 

darkened buildings’ and flickering city 
lights to create new perceptions about 
what our life is like today, and Paris will 
never look the same. Sometimes the 
verbal poetry approaches doggerel, but 


the images are eloquent inadvertently, ’ 


which is the most eloquent way of all. 
One of the great inventors of the 
modern science-fiction story is H.G. 
Wells, and three adaptations from his 
novels are on the Welles series. /sland of 
’ Lost Souls (1933), like so many horror 


Tushingham is entering her sixteenth 
month. of pregnancy. “Our thing,” she 
calls her bulging belly. The jokes are 
clever beyond description in this nuclear 
farce, and they come so fast that even on 
third viewings the film-yields additional 
wit.

the Planet of the Apes (1971), an amusing 
script in the beguiling series, pleasant but 
forgettable (except for Kim Hunter’s sexy 
ape saunter). 

The latter half of the series concen- 


trates on horror films. An empty: but . 


stylishly effective version of Henry James’ 
“The Turn of the Screw,” as adapted by 
Truman Capote and_ starring Deborah 
Kerr in a superlative performance, The 
Innocents (1961) plays like a good 
textbook horror film but is heavier on 


quality than on conviction. Village of the, 


Damned (1960), based. on Wyndham’s 
“The Midwich Cuckoos,” deals with 
zombie children far less interestingly than 
Joseph Losey’s The Damned of the same 
year, and is barely worth attention. 

Roger Corman, master impressario of 
the sixties Poe epic, made a travesty of 
The Raven (1963) in lightning time. 
Vincent Price, Boris Karloff, and a most 
disgruntled Peter Lorre in the title role, 
camp it up outrageously, although they 
are more than matched by Jack Nicholson 
as the insipid hero, who is just as funny 
playing it all straight. Corman gives the 
ludicrous project a great deal more 
coherence than it deserves. 

Seemingly as campy, but far more 
disturbing and profound, is Edgar G. 
Ulmer’s The Black Cat (1934), discussed 


~ in the Boston Phoenix some weeks back. 


Ulmer’s insidious mastery of set design 
and plaintive abstraction of ridiculous 
dramas invests great feeling into his dark 
world, where the visual dominates over 
the emotional. Karloff is more effective 
than usual, and Lugosi, putting an end to 
Karloff’s Black Mass, becomes an 
unlikely hero. 

Two “classics” grouped together in an 
“aesthetic” double bill that contrasts 
with the rest of the series — Cocteau’s 
Beauty and the Beast (1947) and 


‘Murnau’s Nosferatu (1922) — go further 


towards showing the artistic possibilities 
of horror. and fantasy ‘better than any 
other bill. Nosferatu, the original vampire 
film, was made before Murnau patented: 
his moving camera in The Last Laugh, 


and so most of the cliches about his - 
tracking don’t apply. Instead, the intense” 


poetic. quality of his images, the 
recognition of implicit terror, and the 


psychological states portrayed through - 


light and shadow create an experience 
not of shock (we are too jaded to swallow 
that) but of deep disturbance: Dated but 
timeless, Cocteau’s*film is a little too 
sweet, but it reflects his supple if not 


quite vivid. imagination and it is 


_terrified with; but how the horrible ij 


“become. Relieved of the constraig® 


marvelously costumed by Christian 
Berard. The film is delicate-and different, 
with a good eye for personality quirk even 
in monsters. Jean Marais suffers for 
Josette Day, and you understand why. 

Finally, the great. neglected sleeper of 
the series is Don Siegel’s 1971 ‘The 
Beguiled, a truly Gothic tale of a wounded 
Union soldier ravaged by a group of 
deadly girls in a God-forsaken boarding 
school behind Confederate lines. Clint 
Eastwood’ gives surprisingly subtle 
performance, alternately quizzical and 
ruthless in his attempts to exploit the 
women’s competition over his bleeding 
body. Stylistically atypical for Siegéfyt he 
film's attempts at uncharactefistic 
subjectivity achieve only mixed régiults, 
but The Beguiled is terrifying as few 
recent pictures have been. Geraldine. Page 
is used as well as she has ever beer, ina 
strong display of willful addle-headed 
duplicity. Clint hasn’t a chance. - 

The odd problem with fantagy in 
movies is that while film offers the widest 
means available in the arts for realizing 
fantastic visions, film’s inescapable sense 
of “‘reality’’ —- that what we are seeing is 
something that actually is there to be 
photographed -—- works against our 
getting lost in the fantasy. All too,eften 
screen fantasy is earthbound, too literal or 
too obviously contrived. 

On the stage, at the drama or bet, 
what we see already is a stylized 
representation of action and events, and 
since we are already prepared to aecept 
the conventions of theater, there 4s* no 
additional leap of faith required: But 
movies, for all their vast expr@ssi 
resources, generally strain. to subsfit 
technology for inspiration and sj 
effects for a sense of style.

Master Charge ' 
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Film: They Came From the Orson Welles

The Orson Welles Cinema is unspooling 
a series of science fiction/horror films 
throughout January, and their fairly 
inspired selection highlights something 
both of the range and limitations of the 
form. All horror and science-fiction films 
are not the same, as their detractors 
would have it; on the other hand, rarely 
are any of them masterpieces as the 
committed might counterclaim. Rather, 
at their best, their pleasures are minor 
but inimitable — there’s nothing else like 
the combined feelings of joy and terror we 
can feel at the sight of Dr. Jekyll’s 
transformation, or the delight resulting 
from an exhilarating trip through time. 
The series opens with two shockers, 
where curiously the lesser film is by far 
the more shocking. The 1932 version of 
Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde, directed by 
Rouben Mamoulian and starring Fredric 
March, is intelligently mounted, with 
superb make-up putting the entire enter- 
prise over. Mamoulian received a great 
deal of attention in his day for his 
“experiments” with the medium — the 
fact that no one uses any of his techniques 
today (or even then) indicates their 
degree of success. The best excuse given 
for Mamoulian is that he is like alittle 
boy playing with a camera and therefore 
manages a freshness of technique that 
gives renewed feeling to tired situations. 
Well, the situations may not be all that 
worn, but the oppressive literalness of 
Mamoulian’s camera ideas can get 
wearisome. The opening shot of Jekyll is a 
long take done from the point-of-view of 
Jekyll alighting from his carriage and 
being greeted by doormen as he enters a 
great hall of science. It looks ridiculous. 
Nonetheless, when Mamoulian settles 
down to telling his story, with its kitschy 
overtones of spiritual Manicheanism, the 
story works well and persuasively. March, 
who won an Oscar, is certainly short of 
—brilliant, but he makes a convincing 
Jekyll (not'so easy to do) and a disgusting 
Hyde (easier). Miriam Hopkins as the

With it, however, is J. Lee Thompson’ s 
Cape Fear (1962), a vile, truly scary movie 
that may well have been d great work in 
. the hands of a less incompetent 
filmmaker. Robert Mitchum gives one of 


his best performances determined 


psychotic killer out to murder Gregory 
Peck’s family, and.he is. something to 
make the chilliest heart run colder. Most 
of the suspense and tension are dissipated 
by incredible directorial ineptitude and 
equally incredible plotting, but Mitchum 
is the whole show here and he makes the 
film worth cringing through. (NOTE: 
Definitely not for children!) 


Where Mamoulian has the 


Hollywood resources to play around with, 
Godard in Alphaville (1965) demonstrates 


movies, coasts along on its conception and 


atmospheric photography alone, without 
any strong shaping viewpoint on the part 
of the filmmakers (Nothing. wears. out 
quicker than “effective” photography.) 
Charles Laughton plays mad scientist Dr. 
Moreau, trying to accelerate evolution: by 
creating a breed of “‘mansters.” In a fierce 
parody of then-fashionable , eugenics, 
Moreau’s dream is to cross-breed his 
Panther Woman with the all-American 
hero. Bela Lugosi is briefly effective as the 
spokesman for the creatures — his 
anguished “We are not men, we are . 
things!’’ is something to behold. 
Laughton is precisely what Wells would 
have wanted. Directed by Erle C. Kenton. 

The Invisible. Man (1933) introduced 
Claude Rains to the screen, although it is 
certainly the briefest star appearance on 
record. James Whale (who also helmed 
the first two Frankenstein opuses) 
directed, and his academic cutting ap- 
propriately underlines the surface ironies 
of Wells’ paranoid fantasy. The dialogue, 
largely lifted from the original, displays 
an intelligence uncommon in the genre. 
Nothing great, mind you, but among the 
best of type. 


Finally, George Pal, one of the giants of 


special effects, put everything he knew 
about the field into a single production, 
The Time Machine (1960). As might be 
expected, the simulations of time-travel 
and of future civilization are marvelously 
contrived, and the picture is a great deal 
of fun without any other special appeal. 
‘Perhaps a perfect bet for the fans. Rod 
Taylor and Yvette Mimieux star. 
Among “straight” science-fiction, the 
Welles has resurrected two popular 
favorites, Forbidden Planet (1956) and 
The Day the Earth Stood Still (1951). The 
incredible devotion of sci-fi buffs to the 
former, a reworking of Shakespeare’s The 
Tempest, rather corifounds me — the idea 
is imaginative, the effects excellent, but 
the film seems to go nowhere with either. 
This is obviously a minority opinion, 
however, although in a similar vein, | 
.much prefer This Island Earth (1955), not 
onthe: Welles series; The Day the Earth 
Stood Still, on the other hand, is perhaps 
an archetypal “take me to your leader” 
epic, and its incipient McCarthyesque 
hysteria about alien conspiracy is a 
pertinent attribute today. Very flying- 


-saucer- fifties, and competently, if 


unexceptionally, directed by Robert Wise. 

Comic variation on the sci-fi theme 
surfaces in Richard Lester’s brilliant The 
Bed-Sitting Room (1969), certainly the 
one “must see” of the series. A nuclear 
war engulfs the world, lasting four 
minutes and twenty-three seconds 
(including the signing of the peace treaty) 
but even amidst complete conflagration, 
well, there’ll always be an England. Lord 
Fortnum is gradually mutating into a 
bed-sitting room, and poor Rita

that anyone with a camera and the city of 
Paris can make.a science-fiction film — 
with, enough audacity. Godard employs 
-datkened buildings: and flickering. city 
lights to create new perceptions about 
what our life is like today, and Paris will 
never look the same. Sometimes the 
verbal poetry approaches doggerel, but 


the images are eloquent inadvertently, ’ 


which is the most eloquent way of all. 
One of the great inventors of the 
modern science-fiction story is H.G. 
Wells, and three adaptations from his 
novels are on the Welles series. [sland of 
Lost Souls (1933), like so many horror

calls- her bulging belly. The jokes are 
clever beyond description in this nuclear 
farce, and they come so fast that even on 
third viewings the film-yields additional 
wit. The accents of the assembled Goon 
Show alumni are on the thick side, but 
that'll help you pay better attention.

the Planet of the Apes (1971), an amusing 
script in the beguiling series, pleasant but 
forgettable (except for Kim Hunter’s sexy 
ape saunter). 

The latter half of the series concen- 


‘trates on horror films. An empty: but . 


stylishly effective version of Henry James’ 
“The Turn of the Screw,” as adapted by 
Truman Capote and_ starring Deborah 
Kerr in a superlative performance, The 
Innocents (1961) plays like a good 
textbook horror film but is heavier on 


quality than on conviction. Village of the. 
Damned (1960), based. on Wyndham’s 


“The Midwich Cuckoos,” deals with 
zombie children far less interestingly than 
Joseph Losey’s The Damned of the same 
year, and is barely worth attention. 

Roger Corman, master impressario of 
the sixties Poe epic, made a travesty of 
The Raven (1963) in lightning time. 
Vincent Price, Boris Karloff, and a most 
disgruntled Peter Lorre in the title role, 
camp it up outrageously, although they 
are more than matched by Jack Nicholson 
as the insipid hero, who is just as funny 
playing it all straight. Corman gives the 
ludicrous project a great deal more 
coherence than it deserves. 

Seemingly as campy, but far more 
disturbing and profound, is Edgar G. 
Ulmer’s The Black Cat (1934), discussed 


~ in the Boston Phoenix some weeks back. 


Ulmer’s insidious mastery of set design 
and plaintive abstraction of ridiculous 
dramas invests great feeling into his dark 
world, where the visual dominates over 
the emotional. Karloff is more effective 
than usual, and Lugosi, putting an end to 
Karloff’s Black Mass, hecomes an 
unlikely hero. 

Two “classics” grouped together in an 
“aesthetic” double bill that contrasts 
with the rest of the series — Cocteau’s 
Beauty and. the Beast (1947) and 
Murnau’s Nosferatu (1922) — go further 
towards showing the artistic possibilities 
of horror. and fantasy ‘better than any 
other bill. Nosferatu, the original vampire 


film, was made before Murnau. patented: . 


his moving camera in The Last Laugh, 


and so most of the cliches about his - 
tracking don’t apply. Instead, the intense~ 


poetic. quality of his images, the 
recognition of implicit terror, and the 


psychological states portrayed through . 


light and shadow create an_ experience 
not of shock (we are too jaded to swallow 
that) but of deep disturbance: Dated but 


timeless, Cocteau’s~film is a little too 


sweet, but it reflects his supple if not 


quite vivid imagination and it is 


marvelously costumed by Christian 
Berard. The film is delicate-and different, 
with a good eve for personality quirk even 
in monsters. Jean Marais suffers for 
Josette Day, and you understand why. 

Finally, the great. neglected sleeper of 
the series is Don Siegel’s 1971 The 
Beguiled, a truly Gothic tale of a wounded 
Union soldier ravaged by a group of 
deadly girls in a God-forsaken boarding 
school behind Confederate lines. Clint 
Eastwood’ gives a surprisingly subtle 
performance, alternately quizzical and 
ruthless in his attempts to exploit the 
women’s competition over his bleeding 
body. Stylistically atypical for he 
film's attempts at uncharactefistic 
subjectivity achieve only mixed régiats, 
but The Beguiled is terrifying as few 
recent pictures have been. GeraldinéPage 
is used as well as she has ever beeri, in a 
strong display of willful addle-headed 
duplicity. Clint hasn’t a chance. 

The odd problem with fantagy in 
movies is that while film offers the widest 
means available in the arts for realizing 
fantastic visions, film’s inescapable sense 
of “‘reality’’ —- that what we are seeing is 
something that actually is there to be 
photographed -—- works against our 
getting lost in the fantasy. All too,often 
screen fantasy is earthbound, too literal or 
too obviously contrived. ae 

On the stage, at the drama or . a 
what we see already is a stylized 
representation of action and events, and 
since we are already prepared to aecept 
the conventions of theater, there ijs*no 
additional leap of faith requiredy But 
movies, for all their vast expressi 
resources, generally strain. to subs 
technology for inspiration and spe 
effects for a sense of style. 
» When it comes to a horror film, s 
everything — not what we are 

_terrified with, but how the horrible ig 
to shock, startle or delight us. Ins 
fiction, of course, technology plays amore 
active role, yet only as the vehicle for 
imagination. Sci-fi deals with the “may 
yet be,” and scientific advancement 
becomes a symbol for conceptions about

Hara Linivemity. has become the 
first area school to adopt an official posi- 
tion regarding the business of commercial 
films on campus. As campus film societies 
have burgeoned over the past few years, 
conflicts have arisen between the tax- 
sheltered film groups and local theater 
owners who felt they were the victims of 
unf@ir competition. The office of Harvard 
Dean of Students Archie Epps, in 
conjunction with representatives of Har- 
vard's various film groups, has finally 
approved a set of guidelines that define 
filn} societies as “forums for films which 
might not otherwise be shown in 
conmerical outlets.” 

The ground rules, which have been 
drawn up by a group of film society 
leaders at Harvard, represent a victory of 
sorts for Brattle Films (the Harvard 
Square, Central Square and Brattle 
Theaters) and the Orson Welles, who 
have been seeking such action for vears. 
The rules include provisions that 
advertising for campus films be restricted 
to the Harvard community, that film 
groups be organized on a non-profit basis, 
and that films showh should be 
educational or experimental. Film 
societies will work closely with local 
theater operators to prevent duplicate 
ings. (The advertising clause of the 
rulgs merely affirms what almost any film 
contract already stipulates.) 

Impetus for the current action has been 
ved in part from the festering conflict 
loeal theater owners, which came to 
ak earlier this year when certain film 
series at Harvard were blatantly violating 
thdir contracts and engaging in 
advertising and profit-making. Although 
the; chief offenders (Quincy. House with 
their marquee, and the money-making 
Harvard Business School series) have 
seemingly passed from the scene, Har-

film} rules was necessary because “it was 


clegrer years ago what was commercial 


and what wasn’t. Now films are shown 
commercially that were exclusively the 
material of film societies. Therefore, we 
have to review the guidelines and 
establish new regulations.” 


Although Sy Harvey, the owner of 
Brattle Films, takes issue with Epps’ con- 
tention that theaters are now showing. 
what film societies used to feature — he 
feels the societies have copped some of the 
features he introduced commercially 
(such. as Bergman films) — he is happy 
with decreased competition he is 
receiving from Harvard this year. (The 
absence of recent competition, though, 
must be attributed more to the lack of any 
coherent film schedule at Harvard than to 
the guidelines, which are yet to take 
effect). “Last year, the film societies were 
blatant,” says Harvey. ““They.would pick 
up films a week: after the. Orson Welles 
played them.” 

Bob St. George, manager of the Brattle 
chain, says that Dean Epps was 
sympathetic to the plight of the theaters. 
He also adds that Harvard’s legal counsel 
felt the exhibition of commercial films 
might be jeopardizing Harvard’s tax- 
exempt status. St. George says that film 
societies have been showing advance 
copies of schedules to him and accepting 
restrictions on what might be called 
“house films’ of the Brattle Chain and 
Orson Welles — Casablanca, To Have 
and Have Not, The Maltese Falcon, The 


‘African Queen, Wild Strawberries, Rules 


of the Game, The 400 Blows, King of 


Hearts, Shoot the Piano Player, Jules and : 


Jim and the films of Orson Welles. 

St. George says that ‘‘we would 
appreciate more adventure in campus 
films. We would even be willing to set up 
programs for them. There are many films 
they can show that we just can’t afford to 
— certain silent films, comedies of the 
Thirties. and Forties and the works of 
Bresson, for example’ (although the 
Brattle chain currently features Bresson’s 
Four Nights of a Dreamer). St. George 
echoes Vincent Canby when he sadly 
observes that ‘it seems that all they want 
to do is play Bogart or the Marx 
Brothers.” And Harvey adds that his 
theaters currently play many money 
losers, and must subsidize them with 


some of the more commercial films that. 


play at the Harvard Square Theater. 
Epps, who denies that Harvard was 
operating under a legal shotgun, says that 
reform of Harvard's film policies was 
“initiated by students who found that one 
or two were running commercial 
operations which put things out of 
balance and caused uneven competition.” 
At area campuses where film schedules 
are in progress, the SRO crowds probably 
conform to Canby’s vision of the campus 
film situation. A look at the major film 


schedules of Brandeis, Wellesley, Tufts, 
Northeastern, Boston University and 
M.1LT. reveals a general dearth (with 
exceptions) of experimentation or 
innovation. Packed solidly with the likes 
of Klute, Yellow Submarine, Camelot and 
Harper, the:series have almost invariably 
taken the commercial way out and 
decided to screen films in the. limbo 


‘between theater bookings and television 


showings — films that already hit the 
one-dollar moviehouses in almost every 
city within the past six months. 
Innovation in many of these series is the 
insertion of a standard Truffaut, Bergman 
or Kurosawa. 

The students who run these series all 
cite the pressure of student government 
(usually the major source of funds) as the 
cause of heavily laden commercial 
schedules. Since students tend to stay 
away from more esoteric films in droves, 


'Wellesley’s Marjorie Munsterberg must 


inject commercial properties to.insure full 
houses and keep the funds flowing. Mike 
Cole at Brandeis points out that last year 
a series of full non-commercial ventures 
flopped. Earlier this year, Tufts’ Milo 
Pulde, who runs one of the more 
ambitious efforts was pressured by stu- 
dent government into adding such films 
as Butch Cassidy and The Sundance Kid 
to a series that featured many 
experimental progranis. 

One problem with such schizophrenic 
scheduling in many series is that no 
perspective is offered by the programs. 
Doubt is cast upon any academic value 
the presentations may have. 

There are, of course, exceptions. On 
Friday nights, M.1.T. runs a series of 
somewhat obscure films not often 
screened in this area. The past semester’s 
lineup included Vampyr (Dreyer) and 
The Burmese Harp (Ichikawa). Boston 
College’s Film and Fiction series featured 
such films as A Walk in the Spring Rain 
and Diary of a Country Priest, while the 


‘Boston College Film Study program 


presented a series of eighty-five animated 
films including works of Stan 
Vanderbeek. 

Ed Mark of the Harvard-Epworth 
Church in Cambridge runs a Thursday 
night series of experimental films at-the 
church, For the past seven years, he has, 
guided. various innovative film programs 
in which he tries to incorporate a common 


‘theme of religious depth, beauty .or 


exploration. He claims that he encounters 
difficulty in obtaining publicity for his 
series and suggests that local media is 


more interested in the advertising dollars 
of commercial film. 

As long as campus series depend upon 
students and student governments for 
financing, though, some coricession will 
have to be made to the commercial. BU’s 
Marsha Lewis, who lined up a spring 
series for the School of Public 
Communications, says that B.U. no 
longer finances a film series. One reason 
for this is that the administration may 
have felt that they were not sufficiently 


educational. Now, however, the schedule ' 


must include commercial. films to 
subsidize more esoteric, less pepular 
works. One way to compromise, says 
Lewis, is to run double features that con- 
sist of commercial and obscure films. The 
logic here is that as students are exposed 
to more kinds of film, they hopefully will 
be more willing to experiment. With this 
as a guiding force, the B.U. series will 
cover a spectrum ranging from Shaft to 
Metropolis. 

Perhaps the responsibility for making 
campuses responsive to alternative types 
of cinema lies in the hands of the growing 
number of film departments in area 
schools. The courses designed by these 
departments often make for the most 
ambitious film series in schools. Andrew 
Silver, an assistant professor in Brandeis’ 
film program, takes issue with the idea 
that the university should be keeping 
commercial films off campus. 

“The university should exert its 
influence on the academic level,” says 
Silver. “It must recognize film as the 
Twentieth Century art form and integrate 
it into the academic experience rather 
than attempting to ‘legitimize’ it by 
telling students what they can or cannot 
do on a Friday night.” 

“The university should open channels, 
not restrict them,” continues Silver. 
“They can’t turn Bergman into Arthur 
Hiller. Although the primary emphasis 
should be on unavailable films, it should 
not be a 100‘¢ emphasis. The situation is 
improving — where an Eisenstein or 
Flaherty used to draw ten people, they 
now draw fifty.” 

Silver. proposes that universities take 
the lead in reforming film awareness by 
phasing out or supplementing the 


‘standard projection of film on campus 


with the introduction of cassette film 
libraries. If that were done, the actual 


_ study of film would be enhanced, and the 
. problem of poor prints eliminated. Silver 
says that Hampshire College in western 


Massachusetts already has a film 
library with projectors at the disposal of 
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students. “Maybe universities that print 
books should branch out into film 
distribution,” suggests Silver. 

Until the academic world fully reaches 
the point of deciding that film has finally 
arrived, though, empty seats in university 
auditoriums will probably predominate 
during showings of Pudovkin’s, not David 
Lean’s, view of the Russian revolution.

Music: Bowie Meets the Press

The first business of the new year is 
tidying up leftover business of the old 
year. | drift into my office to alight upon 
Donny Osmond’s latest effort. Not only 
did Donny grow four inches in height last 


. year, and his voice drop an octave, but the 
' lower jaw has become a centimeter more 


prominent. Donny seems safely on his 
way to becoming as ugly as his elder 
brothers; MGM may be headed for 
trouble. Little Jimmy Osmond, however, 


yet another offspring of the dauntless_ 


Osmond mere, is already scoring with 
“Long Haired Lover From Liverpool,” 
which is’ understandably enjoying 
excellent sales Merseyside. Are the 
hypothetical Osmond daughters left on 
the sands of Las Vegas to die? 

No, it’s idle to speculate on the viability 
of so prolific a species as the Osmonds 
when we've got (in the current shortage of 
concerts and new releases) a 1972 David 
Bowie press conference to report to you 
on. David's tour of this éountry continued 
to pick up concert dates as time passed; a 
couple of us had the good fortune to catch 
the third of four Philadelphia shows, 
which was also the next-to-last of the 
recently completed tour. The whiteface 
was gone, as were the eyebrows; button- 
type earrings, popular in the forties, and 
seen earlier in the tour adorning Cyrinda 
Foxe (who is featured in the November 
issue of Andy Warhol’s Interview 
magazine) combined with the orange hair 
to suggest Lucille Ball. The faintly seedy 
venue helped make the show both looser 
and more organic than I had yet seen it. 
Mick Ronson, heretofore the reluctant 
debutante, scowled as he chopped away 
at his guitar; he finally seemed involved. 
The Tower Theatre’s lack of a pit enabled 
the people in the first row to stand right at 
the lip of the stage, and some of them 
would stretch out their arms from time to 
time to wave or to touch David. Bowie, 
ever-alert, switched his usual encore to 
“Rock ’N’ Roll Suicide.” When he came 
to the part where he cries “Gimme your 
hands,” the votaries in the first row did 

» exactly that. The effect was stunning. 

In cities like Philadelphia and 
Memphis, Bowie is a mass phenomenon. 
While RKO and MEX generously played 
two of his singles (‘‘Changes” and 
‘“‘Starman,”’ I even heard “Jean Genie” a 
couple of times), David failed to sell out 
the Music Hall and has not made further 
inroads since. His intensive publicity 
campaign seems to have created a 
backlash among listeners who quite 
justifiably want to decide for themselves 
who the next superstar will be. 
Nevertheless, | want to quote part of a 
recent article in Record World to 
demonstrate just what, given the proper 


circumstances, his commercial potential - 


is. 

David Bowie’s first American tour 
started in Cleveland. He played to a 
sellout crowd of 3500. Two months later 
Bowie returned to Cleveland to play one 
date in an 11,000 seat auditorium. The 
date sold so fast that a second show was 
added. It too sold out. Both shows were 
advertised exclusively on WMMS-FM. 


These two facts logically lead one to 
believe that Cleveland is a Bowie town. 
It is largely because of one man. 


Billy Bass, General Manager and air 
personality of WMMS-FM in 
Cleveland, played Bowie from his first 
RCA album. According to Bass, ‘When 
we heard ‘Hunky Dory’ we knew this

was an album and an artist that could 
offer our station the vehicle to move into 
more creative radio. The way we 
programmed ‘Hunky Dory’ and then 
‘Ziggy’ created a cult in Cleveland. We 
really believe in his kind of music, and* 
~ our belief forced others to play him as 
well.” 
The press conference was held about a 
week and a half after Philadelphia in one 
on RCA’s cavernous New York studios. 


_ The New York rock press regulars 


attended an event which was imbued with 
the theatricalism which marks every 
aspect of Bowie’s career. One of Bowie’s 
infamous bodyguards, dressed in slouch 
fedora and doublebreasted suit, a perfect 


- parody (I hope) of a Chicago gangster, led 


David and the Spiders to their seats 
behind a long table, Beatles’ press con- 
ference style. On the other side sat his 
equally infamous manager Tony de Fries, 


presumably ready to answer questions of 


a technical nature. Ronson wore a cap to 
cover his ratty hair. Once a luxuriant 


platinum, he had had it dyed blonde in 


Miami by the tour’s resident hairdresser; 
but after a swim in a chlorinated pool it 
,turned green, then began to fall out. 
‘Nevertheless, the boy with green hair and 
sunburn-reddened skin along with his: 


cohorts made a great hit with Miami’s 


senior citizens, with whom they stayed in 


one of the city’s numerous condominiums. 


The old folk, who probably hadn’t spoken 
to anyone under 30 in years, were 
completely unfazed by the group’s un- 
usual demeanor. 

Ronson thinks of himself as a serious 
musician, an arranger, violinist and 
pianist. Asked by one reporter who his 
musical influences were, he cited one: his 
music teacher. He plays electric guitar 
only in the studio or onstage, never 
pirvately for pleasure. His plans upon 
returning to England were “to prune the 
roses.” To the question of influences, 
Bowie himself replied, “I guess we all 
have them.” With tongue partly in cheek, 
he droned a laundry list of names: Link 
Wray; Townshend; Presley; Buddy Holly; 
Bobby Darin; Buzzy Linhart....My notes 


also seem to mention Eisenhower, but 
that may be a Palmer method breakdown 
on my part. : 

David found America a highly 
stimulating place to be, and wrote a lot 
during his stay. He did, however, see the 
American as “the loneliest person in the 
world.” “Americans hear about America, 
they don’t live in it.” He called Phoenix a 
Miami without palm trees, and had a 
science fiction fantasy as his train crossed 
the desert: a wave of radiation poisoning 
destroyed all sex life; the last mutants 
were left having to learn how to make love 
again. He maintains that there is ‘an area 
to be found which will cease to be called 
rock; it will be an attitude, a foundation. 
No one’s going to replace anybody else; 
there will be only adding, no 
subtraction.” If Bowie believes that to be 
the case. he must think that the 
preeminence Dylan or the Beatles enjoyed 
is not open to him. | asked him if he would 
be very disappointed if he remained a cult 
figure. He allowed that when he was just a 
young fan, he was resentful and jealous 
when his cherished idol, Dylan, became 
widely popular; but still would like to 
think that “my thoughts pass through the 
majority of people’s minds.” 

He went on to describe his general 
unavailability to the press until now as a 
result of a wish to present himself first 
through pertormance. He granted that his 
press had thus far been favorable, but 
even this was cause for some trepidation: 
“Next year will be the down year for me in 
the press, since this was the up year. If I 
can get through next year, I'll be all 
right.” Another reporter asked what the 
first song he remembered listening to was, 
and he replied “Purple People Eater.” It's 
just a’short step from that to “Space 
Oddity” and Ziggy Stardust. 

The only tense moment of the 
conference came when Bowie was asked 
about the deliberation and courage it took 
to present commercially unabashedly gay 
material. Bowie ingenuously, rather 
deftly, responded, “I’ve felt no an- 
tagonism ever towards me as a gay ar- 
tist,” to which Bob Christgau bellowed 
accusatorily, “You mean to say that gay 
people wre not an oppressed minority?” 
Bowie could only spéak for his own 
experience. Again it seemed that he had 
simply transcended the whole issue. 

An even murkier area is Bowie’s future. 
He did admit at the press conference that 
he'll probably be doing other things in a 
few years, but he was now being very 
disciplined — doing only one thing for the 
first time in his life. His career is 
completely absorbing. “I have no home 
and expect that to last for a few years.” 
With a frightening certitude, he described 
his career as having four stages, the 
second of which he has already entered 
on. One member of his tour felt that 
David would soon be getting into movies, 
although David insists he likes 
performing live, “can't stand documeén- 
taries,” and has not surprisingly turned 
down offers to appear on the Flip Wilson 
and Sonny and Cher shows. Nevertheless, 
his photographer is also a film-maker, and 
has already done a promotional short. In 
Philadelphia, Ronson confided after the 
show that the Spiders are an autonomous 
unit (all three came trom Hull, Yorkshire) 
and will continue, at some point, on their 
own. Bowie is now touring England, -will 
go to Japan in the spring. He should be 
back in the States next month. You an ’ 
probably expect to see him at Radio City 
Music Hall —- on Valentine’s Day. ‘}. 
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Ear Trumpet: The Rubato Squad

Artur Rubinstein is a kind, cultured 
man who always smiles gratefully at the 
adoration of his audiences. Of our last 
three great 19th-century tradition 
pianists — Rubinstein, Horowitz and 
Serkin (also a gentle, beatific soul) — 
Rubinstein probably inspires the most 
‘love. How much he was given last 
Monday night at Symphony Hall: loud 
bravos greeted the endings of several of 
the selections, and the hall was packed as: 
I have never seen before (the weather 
moreover was zero degrees). Yet 
Rubinstein did not play very well. His 
technique appears to be declining, though 
one hopes that this was an off night. 


At his best Rubinstein is not the 
complete pianist, even in his chosen 
repertory of the last century’s smoother 
works (Chopin, Schumann — no 
“Hammerklavier” sonata for him.) He 
does not give us an x-ray of the score, and 
his dynamic range is narrow, having no 
thunder and no ppp. But he does have the 
noblest tone, especially in the upper 
octaves, of any pianist, and is likewise 
unequalled at making a melody sing, 
playing no longer distinct notes but a bur- 
nished, seamless line, its sonic beauty 
sometimes greater than it deserves. 


The recital began with the Busoni 
transcription of the Bach Chaconne, an 
uncommon sort of opening these days, 
though usual enough in the time of, say, 
Edwin Fischer. It is very difficult, and 
although its melodies came through with 
loveliness, the rest, from where | sat, 
sounded opaque. So too Chopin’s B minor 
sonata: frequently breathtaking as 
Rubinstein caressed the dominant lines, 
yet murky elsewhere. Individual chords 


were sometimes even-voiced and 
controlled; passages of them were 
sometimes incoherent. Lacking the 
idiosyncrasies and lofty ambitions of 
other pianists’ approaches, Rubinstein’s 
also was simple, non-indulgent, but to my 
taste bland. 

Schumann wrote large quantities of 
small piano pieces, which have perhaps 
even more variety than Chopin’s. His 
eight ‘“Fantasiestucke” (Opus 12) have 
titles such as ‘‘Warum?”’ and are 
alternately dreamy, fey or agitated. 
Rubinstein played three or four impec- 
cably, with an occasional cragginess rare 
in his interpretations. The rest sounded 
unclear. Liszt’s twelfth Hungarian 
Rhapsody, the most lyrical, ended the 
evening (save for encores.) To my 
surprised delight, the performance was 
unsmudged, nearly note-perfect. 
Rubinstein’s way with the opening 
created suspense, and throughout he 
made it sound less silly and more 
beautiful than most pianists do. The high 
trills were so soft and lucid that one could 
easily visualize the blurred hammers. The 
octaves of the rip-snorter ending, 
however, put much strain on the pianist, 
but Rubinstein maintained his 
marksmanship and most of his power — 
except he completely muffed the final 
chord! The concert thus ended with an 
odd, dissonant smear of sound, which 
mirrored my unresolved feelings. The 
audience roared for the grand old man’s’ 
sweet heroism. 

There is a certain’ kind of virtuoso 
performance that is simply too big for 
music. In December Itzhak Perlman and 
Vladimir Ashkenazy gave a recital of 
Beethoven and Franck violin-piano 


sonatas (also at Symphony Hall and in 
the B.U. Celebrity Series.) The playing 
was flawless, some of the most astonishing 
chamber performing I’ve ever witnessed, 
but one’s response otherwise depended 
largely on whether one came to hear 
Beethoven or the artists. The enchanting 
adagio of Beethoven’s tenth sonata (of 
which few recordings, oddly, exist) was 
much too espressivo; the last. two 
movements were absurdly sweeping and 
fiery. Opus 96 Beethoven perished from 
overkill. In Beethoven’s first sonata (Opus 


-12), the performance’s super-charged 


quality, the intensity of unwarranted 
drama, merely distracted from a relative- 
ly simple-minded piece of music. 
Perlman’s laser-bright tone was especially 
disproportionate. 

For the Franck Sonata I expected white 
heat but, if anything, its reading was a bit 
cool (perhaps I’d become used to high 
temperatures.) The piece went well, of 
course, but by now | wanted to see if 
Perlman and Ashkenazy could outdo their 
blazing recorded version. They didn’t 
seem to try even to equal it, though the 
Franck, with its tropical feverishness, 
wants the approach the two Beethoven 
works received. 7 

Channel 2 has been airing a series 
called International Performance; last 
month Chilean pianist Claudio Arrau 
(who was to appear Sunday the 14th at 
Symphony Hall) was televised playing 


Beethoven’s ‘‘Appassionata.’’ His 


performance was also too big, full of 
affected beauty and false, self-conscious 
feeling. The pauses and swoops of phrase 
eventually made it unlistenable. The 
“greater” one is, the harder it appears to 
be to serve the music. : 


Brothers Hugh and Thomas Geoghegan 
are local classical guitarists who play with 
economy and delicacy; Thomas is also a 
composer of a large amount of chamber 
music. What I have heard of his is always 
engaging if occasionally lightweight, and 
it sounds in spots like Debussy in 
Appalachia, though more modal. The 
Geoghegan brothers concertize often and 
should not be missed. 

More classical music is currently in the 
air than one can safely take in’ WBUR is 
playing the entire Philips catalogue of 
new releases, as well as.much else. The 
station’s limiter/compresser breathes like 
a dragon in the background, but their 
record collection is in good sonic shape 
and the announcing is knowledgeable. 
WHRB is having another Winter Orgy, 
praise be, this one with 76 hours of 
Beethoven, among other sets. What would 
classical music lovers do without this 


‘period twice a year? WGBH keeps on with 


as good programming and signal as you'll 
find anywhere; the afternoon music is now 
in stereo. 

Thase who can, play; those who can’t, 
write reviews? Craig Smith, a keen-eared 
local music critic, is giving a piano recital 
at 7:00 on the 16th, at the Museum of 
Fine Arts (Painting Gallery P10), playing 
a Broadwood instrument made in London 
in 1804. Russell Sherman of the N.E. 
Conservatory faculty plays Liszt’s 
Transcendental Etudes at Jordan Hall on 
the 19th at 8:30. Mr. Sherman is an 
unusually interesting Beethoven 
interpreter; these Liszt pieces, about as 
technically tough as piano music gets, 
haven’t -been played in Boston since 


January of 1931, when Jose Iturbi tackled —

Steeleye Span: BELOW THE SALT 
(Chrysalis CHR 1008) 

This band does full justice to the 
austere heauty of the venerable ballads 
and broadsides they've chosen to dust off. 
Others have essayed similar material, but 
the clarity and purity of Steeleye Span’s 
treatment leaves Joan Baez of Fairport 
Convention sounding forced. in- 
strumentation here is eclectic and even 
daring, but always in context; thus “King 
Henry,” a tale of a great-hearted man, 
works around a deeply fuzzed. bass punc- 
tuated by strident violin chops, 
culminating in a witchy break wherein 
someone is sawing feedback out of 
amplified strings. Meanwhile, bold male 
voices are putting down the tale of blood, 
as Maddy Prior’s perfect tintinabulary 
voice takes the demon’s role. 

Like many a ballad compiled by Child, 
“King Henry” has an enigma at its heart, 
an occult miracle wrought before 
awestruck mankind. The following cut, 
“Gaudete,” is a Nativity song in Latin 
chorus, with Maddy Prior’s high, 
lilting solo dispelling the dread fiend of 
the song before. In a kind of cinematic 
maneuver, the track begins distantly and 
rises to full presence, an event transpiring 
in a medieval hall. 

“John Barleycorn” is next, a song I’ve 
loved well from ‘Tratfic’s version, done 
here with the traditional refrain, with 


. ding on their own merits. ‘Saucy Sailor 


faithful simplicity. The words, an air- 
tight and wonderful conceit, are left stan- 
isa beautifully-pacedobjectlessonongreed. 
Again, Maddy Prior’s voice is flawless 
conveyor of a fatally intriguing melody. 


“Spotted Cow” is an understated 
celebration of a swain, a maid, and their 
sweet lust. Such tales were hawked on 
street corners, very much a part of the 
public domain. Like ‘Rosebud in June,” 
which follows, it couldn’t be more 
pleasingly sung. Maddy Prior’s voice is 
cousin to Judy Collins, but without the 
interpolative nail-biting the latter’s pitch 
invokes. 

The brief “Jigs” are irresistibly terp- 
sichorean. “Sheepcrook and Black Dog’s”’ 
melody winds so plaintively, in Maddy 
Prior’s total command, that the resonant 
underscoring bass is all the punctuation 
the narrative needs to become thoroughly 
haunting. Tim Hart’s liner notes assert 
that ‘Royal Forester” first appeared in 
1293. Like the rest of this album, it. 
knocks you out gently, the crystalline 
vocals demonstrating just - how lively 
timeless folk-art can be, given an adapta- 
tion as tastefully rapturous as Steeleye 
Span’s. O —Fred Schrurers 


Helen Reddy: 1 AM WOMAN 
(Capitol ST-11068) 


Helen Reddy has a singularly attractive 
voice, clean and sweet, thin and 
girlish—but distinctive. Her previous 
albums, both solid,were meant to be com- 
pared to those of the entire range of 
“countercultural” chanteuses; at least 
they didn't aim at housewives, as does 
this one. Here, Ms. Reddy appears to 
have decided to avoid being placed in 
Carole King bins, preferring instead the 
company of Glenn Campbell. All her 
appearances on Middle-American TV 
programs perhaps have shown her where 
her market is. 

The song selections are nevertheless as 
hip as before: Don McLean, Paul 
Williams, Kenny Rankin, Leon Russell 
and Barry Mann are all represented. But 
throughout,.the vocals are arch and tacky, 
especially when Reddy imitates Streisand 
and Carol Burnett. (Elsewhere they're 
ridiculously inappropriate.) Indeed, each 
song is begun with someone else's voice, 
but after a few measures we hear again 
the petite echoes of our artist. 

But what really clinches the conclusion 
that Reddy (is aiming at-a_ different 
audience from before is ‘Tom Catalano s 
production. We get strings galore, big 
hand brass bursts, triangles, chimes, crisp 
brushwork and so on, enough to make one 
gag. You just know these guitarists are 
seated~-it's the trumpeters who are 
standing. The attention wanders, as it 
would at any expensive Miami nightclub. 

The masterpiece is the title cut, written 
by Reddy and one R. (Richard ?) Burton.

The recordings listed above all feature 
tenor saxophonists, a species of musician 
that only the jazz listener seems to take 
seriously. | might convince a rock fan to 
hear a jazz guitarist, or a chamber music 
lover to try some jazz piano, but it’s tough 


to sell a saxophone to the uninitiated. If 


you listen to jazz, on the other hand, tenor 
sax is most likely your idea of the 
expressive musical artifact. The man who 
can lean back on his heels and wail tenor 


sax possesses the most powerful means of 


dispersing the musical learnings of jazz’s 
last three decades. Some may consider 
such wailing old hat these days, and 
examples have become scant as record 


time out.

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companies pursue newer sounds, but here’ 
is proof that the ‘grand tradition of 
tenorman is not dead.) 

Who better to represent the grand 
tradition than Ammons and Stitt, the 
Dempsey and Tunney of early-fifties | 
tenor pugilism. Prime Cuts, a re-release of 
the two albums they recorded for Verve in 
1961-62, is the best tandem Jug and 
Sonny on record. The program of often- 
heard standards and blues lines is 
unambitious to saytheleast. and the sup- 
porting rhythm sections are equally 
unspectacular, but the tenormen (Stitt 
uses alto on two of the ten cuts) are 
ferocious in their swinging 
competitiveness. Ammons may be as 
much jump band as bop, and anyone 
familiar with Stitt may be able to hum 
two choruses worth of his licks guaranteed 
to appear in any blues solo, but. both men 
are also capable of much imaginative 
music when inspired, as they are here. 
The second record (actually the earlier of 
the two) has better solos, while the session 
with Stitt’s organ trio contains several 
marvelous tags and cadenzas. The battle 
between the two tenors leads to an 

expertly fought draw. 

The remaining albums, all new and led 
by one tenorman each, are motivated-by 
the same life-affirming urge to blow down 
walls with a metal horn. Roland Kirk can 
also plow for days and wields enough 
horns to make most battles gross 
mismatches. In the past he has tended to 
show his fellows no mercy, so it is quite a 
surprise that Rahsaan not only 

collaborates but defers to vocalist Al 
Hibbler. Ellington’s “boy singer” in the 
forties, Hibbler combines a lush baritone 
with some British diction that might be 
even too much for a Noel Coward review. 
I’ve rarely enjoyed Hibbler in the past, 
and have never been able to figure him 
out — the liner notes call him a master 
surrealist, which is giving affectation too 
much credit. He is in good voice on the 
first side and doesn’t appear on the 
second. Roland is everywhere, fortunate- 
ly, using all of his horns for his best 
session since he discovered the Fillmore. 
“Carney and Bigard Place,” his tribute to 
two of the greatest Ellingtonians, should 
be singled out for two reasons: it is no 
mean feat to blow clarinet and baritone 
' sax simultaneously, and this is the last . 


imaginable place where Kirk's held note 
is still appropriate. ‘“‘Dream,”’ an unissued 
track from 1965, has early Leon Thomas 
singing somewhere between Joe Williams 
and King Pleasure. A fine “traditional” 
set from Rahsaan, who should do some 
exploring his next time out. 

Kirk also merits our thanks for getting 
Von Freeman out of Chicago and into 
Atlantic’s studios. Stitt and Ammons are 
close in more than age and outlook: Sonny 
wrote some of the liner notes and Von’s 
brother George plays guitar in Jug’s band. 
Freeman's tenor is in the extrahard 
Chicago tradition, its cry sounding’ like no 


one’s so much as Chicagoan Johhny- 


Griffin’s. Each tenor solo has original 
thoughts, even when the ballads and 
simple blowing lines give short solo space; 

The empathy of Paul Jeffrey goes 
beyond the sounds, into his explicitly 
quoted rejection of amplification and 
“gimmicks.” Featured recently with both 
Monk and Mingus, Jeffrey has been 
blowing to little attention for several 
years. He also shows talents in this rare 
recording (his second as leader to my 
knowledge) as a solid composer-arranger 
in the Damoronish bebop mold. What the 
seven compositions lack in variety is 
made up for by strong solos from the 
leader, two new Mingus. bandsmen 
(trumpeter Joe Gardner and baritonist 
Bunny Bluiett) and a pair of bass 
masters, old Wilbur Ware and young Stan 
Clarke. The tenor solos prove that Jeffrey 
is no reactionary but an inquisitive and 
contemporary soloist who both feeds and 
is fed from the still-hardy tradition of the 
blowing tenorman. oO

THE LEGEND OF MR. VEE 


Presented by the Black Wheat 
Theatre 

At Emmanuel Church, 15 Newbury 
Street, Boston 


Le Theatre de Ble Noir is a tiny troupe 
of French actors who have been 
performing rather unobtrusively at Em- 
manuel Church for several months. Their 
single offering is a strange and haunting 
piece — a meditative mime with masks — 
called “The Legend of Mr. Vee.” The 


“story” of an old man whose tranquil life 


has been lately upset by natural 
calamities and who journeys in search of 
the secrets behind them is neither 
pretentious nor particularly profound. It 
makes, perhaps, tov simple a statement 
but makes it with such a clear, stark and 
stately eloquence that even the intrusion 
of MESSAGE is forgivable. 

The group has chosen a singularly 
appropriate setting for themselves in the 
lovely chapel at Emmanuel Church. For 
“The Legend of Mr. Vee” is as much a rite 
as it is a play. The narration, little more 


than a scenario of allegorical happenings, 
is intoned rather than “told’’ while the 
feelings behind the strange events are 
omnipresent in the music, the masks 
(which seem almost to undergo percepti- 
ble changes in their eerie expressions) and 
in the excruciatingly, exquisitely slow and 
economical use of body movement and 
simple. gesture. 

Mr. Vee goes through the daily 
mechanics, the routines of his living with 
an almost unbearable slowness, appearing 
to clasp every temporal, mundane 
moments in some sort of ritualistic em- 
brace to which all things are of equal 
importance. The sharing of a meal is no 
less significant in terms: of time or 
emphasis than is the long and dangerous 
journey on which the old man embarks. 

Mr. Vee bids his wife farewell and goes 


out to search for the “source” of life. He— 


hopes to discover the secret, the “reason” 
‘behind the natural upheavals which have 
racked his forest and so disturbed his 
peace. He meets the King of the Flowers 
who sets him in the right direction but 
cannot lead him to the source. Then, with 


sky” 


the aid of a colorful dragon, he finally 
reaches the spring and drinks from it, 
becoming young-again. But -when -he 
arrives at home his wife ( who has set out 
after him) is not there. So he sleeps and 
dreams and awakes in the morning to 
retrace his journey to the spring. There he 
rediscovers his wife as a baby on the river 
bank. 


It is in Mr. Vee's dream that most of 


what I felt was unnecessary statement 


comes through. Mr Vee foresees a time of 


darkness devoid of flowers and trees. (Jet 
planes are depicted as “big birds in the 
— all-very grand and terrible, you 
know.) It.is a time in which no one can 
hear the voices of the children in whom 
innocence, hence the power to save us, yet 
remains. At the conclusion of this 
symbolic desolation, flashed before us in 
tiny moving pictures that are impossible 
for most of the audience to see, Mr. Vee 
finds himself looking deeply into the face 
of a child. And it is then that he awakes, 
knowing to seek his wife in the child 
heside the spring. 


What I find most striking about ‘The 


Legend of Mr. Vee” is that it defies so 
many slick western conventions 
(conventions that have become rules) so 
completely — that it dares to go so slowly, 
to treat time as time and not as “pace,” to 
presume that we can be affected by Mr. 
Vee, by his personal search and _ his 
personal losses. 1 cannot help but resent 
the somewhat banal intrusion of “greater 
significance” into a theatrical experience 
that | found rather exquisite — or 
potentially so —- all by itself. 

“The Legend of Mr. Vee” is performed 
in under an hour — it could be stretched 
into’ two or reduced to ten minutes if 
traditional stage time were emploved, or 
if dialogue were allowed to intrude. But 
the narration is minimal, even the 
enactment of the story is minimal. And 
the scenic representation of this fantastic 
journey consists of little more than two 
shabby burlap backdrops and some 
marvelous larger-than-life puppet/masks. 

It takes some time to become 
acclimated to the uncanny slow motion 
style of “The Legend of Mr. Vee.”’ But by 
the time that the characters are draped 
and masked for the rite, one has slid with 
them, almost without realizing it, into 
their austere, ceremonial world and 
acquires, perhaps by magic an eerie abili- 
ty to accept and be affected by it. O

THE SENSES OF WALDEN by 
Stanley Cavell. Viking; 120 pp., 
$5.95. 

Stanley Cavell, in The Senses of 
Walden, appears to be preparing us for a 
new reading, or a first reading, of Walden. 
But that is just half the case. He is also 
treating us to a reading of Cavell. (Often, 
the two coincide, but that is for a later, 
final epiphany.) Halfway through, - he 
underlines his double purpose, but 
obliquely, as Thoreau had done: “..the 
words seem continuously at an end. The 
writer keeps writing things | know | ought 
not to have stopped trying to say for 
myself and shows me a life there is no 
reason I do not live. An old-fashioned man 
would have lost his senses.” 

This book is Mr. Cavell’s record of his 
encounters with Walden and with 
Walden, with his senses, and with what 
one must do at the end of each sentence, 
Thoreau’s hook — complete now — has 
its own answers, its own means of 
stopping and going, but “We are not 
excused from thinking it out for 
ourselves.”” Walden would not have us do 
otherwise. 

Karly on, Cavell is explicit as to his way 
of reading Thoreau. Thoreau. writes of 
building his house; he gives us such 
detailed records of his spending and_ his 
costs, the exact amounts of everything he 
plants and harvests because these are the 
actual matters of his life, any life. So, 
these must be the factors, the media 
which form his “experiment”’ — his being 
by himself by Walden — and this 
experiment, the center of Walden tor Mr. 
Cavell, is read as many things. It is the 
United States’ place in history, its 
historical task. It is Thoreau’s own 
attempt to find his own life, and, doubly, 
it is his hook. His house, like his book and 
his life, must be built. And what does it 
take to make such a structure, what 
material, and how long? *““The experiment 
is the present — to make himself present 
to each circumstance, at every 
eventuality; since he is writing, in each 


significant mark.” The marks are crucial; 


they may be as little as a list, but all 
count, “Writing, — “‘a labor of the hands” 
~- at its best, will come to a finish in each 
mark of meaning, each portion and 
sentence and word.” 


When Radical Means Root 


Walden, like Cavell, will parse out and 
pare down anything —- everything — to its 
base. A quest for that which is absolutely 
necessary, it is a step toward a beginning, 
~- not toward a style of living — to a 
clearing, a stillness from which living can 
best be viewed. And as such, it is a 
critique of much of the human world. For 
Thoreau, his neighbors —- New England, 
Concord, America —- are occupied with 
finding ways of avoiding these livés. They 


would quickly skip those lists in his book., 


To remain unawake, unalive, muted in 
the famous quiet desperation, these are 
their conditions and the conditions of 
their nation. Business flourishes and 
bustle spares us from looking at anything 
but each other’s speed. We seek intricate 
means of measuring that activity; we 
divine weighted scales to favorably 
compare ourselves to that race. ‘We take 
one thing for another in every field of 
thought and in every mode of action.” 
And proportionally, as we do so, we play a 
sleight of hand with how we take 
ourselves. 

Words, the most common instance of 
one thing standing for another, are both 
the agents and the objects of Cavell’s 
closest scrutiny. Frail, susceptible, they 
above all must be made true. Precarious 
and ill used, they must be made faithful 
to each other and we to them. It is our 
primary task: to know what we have 
denoted, limited, defined according to 
what we have said or thought or written. 
What is it to say “neighbor” or “prophet” 
or “slavery”? When we learn, we will 
begin to see what we are in regard to these 
things, these words. .Double-edged, it 
works the other way too. When we know 
what we are, then we will know what we 


have meant by these words. ‘The task of 
literature is to rescue the word from both 
politics and religion.”” The word must not 
promise anything; it must be something. 
Cavell refines George Orwell’s wonderful 
comment on the interdependency of bad 
language and deceptive thinking: Bad use 
of words is equated with being badly. 


Closer to the Ground 
The title ot his tirst book expands this 


idea. Must We Mean What We Say? it is’ 


called? Need we mean our words? is 
one of its questions. Another is more 
pertinent: Is our meaning, our being in 
what we say? Are we exactly what we are 
— or are not — according to what we say, 
according to the use we make of words? 
Are they-so final, so necessary? One must 
look closely. More closely: ‘Nearest to all 
things is that power which fashions, their 
being. Next to us the grandest laws. are 
continually being executed.”’ The laws are 
being executed, meaning enacted; but 
they are often ignored by us and so they 
are executed, also meaning killed. 


Thoreau’s words — Cavell repeats and _ 


affirms them. We must not cease to look 
as perfectly as possible to ourselves for 
consonance to our words, for a possibility 
to our lives, for everything. And we may 
not popularize these meanings and make 
them easy; we must gain access to their 
difficulties rather than make them 
quickly available. 


Everyone is saying, and anyone can 
hear, that this is the new world; that we 
are the new men; that the earth is to be 
born again; that the past is to be cast off 
like a skin; that we must learn from 
children to see again that every day is 
the first day of the world; that America 
is Eden. So how can a word get through 
whose burden is that we do not unders- 
tand a word of this? 


We must wake, in Thoreau’s terms; we 
must stand still, wait, be alert, listen, and 
speak only when what is said can at every 
measure and cadence hold es against 


our self. The apotheosis of Walden — 
““transparence, settling, clearing, 
constancy” — it asks only a single step. 
One must see oneself. For, seeing oneself 
— Thoreau’s conclusion — is that first 
portion of one’s living. The writer makes 
his book in which he shows and sees 
himself, and it must contain just what he 
knows and is. One cannot write about 
what one knows: one must write what one 
knows, Everyone must make of their lives, 
a book, a house, an open place, a clearing. 


The experiment was for him to be by 
himself; the final awareness is of himself 
by himself. He has become his own 
double, his own neighbor. Mr. Cavell tells 
us that. a dictionary definition of 
“ecstasy” is the state of being beside 
oneself. By oneself. The vision is exquisite 
and without the mist of pastoral 
optimism in which it is usually shrouded 
Thoreau, after all, went out of his way to 
measure the exact depth of Walden — 107 
feet — when everyone else thought it 
bottomless. 


THE LAST FAIR DEAL GOING 
DOWN a novel by David Rhodes; 
Atlantic-Little Brown, $6.95. 


Rhodes, a twenty-five year old novelist 
born in lowa, is a gifted story-teller whose 
saga of the Sledge family of Des Moines is 
absorbing, but ultimately suffers from its 
mixture of realism, allegory, myth and 
Tall Tale, with no focus strong enough to 
bind these elements. Some photographs 


of Des Moines are included at the end of 


chapters, which is a good idea, but like 
many of the clever and innovative ideas 
here, not put to good use. Yet through it 
all Rhodes has that touch of magic that 
subsequent novels (this is his first) will 
hopefully clarify.

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ce Art: The Irwin Oeuvre | 


By Kenneth Baker 


One of the most interesting events of 
last year’s’ art season was Robert Irwin’s 
show at the Fogg Museum. Due to an 
error in scheduling, the show had to be 
taken down after only one week, so not 
many people got to see it. One of the 
reasons Irwin’s show was important is 
that he is a sort of regional contemporary 
artist. His work is guided by a series of 
interests that gets its coherence from a 
sensibility peculiar to California, or 
orginating there at least. 

The Museum of the Rhode Island 
School of Design in Providence is current- 
ly having a shew of Irwin’s earlier work. 
Unfortunately, this show doesn’t include 
an example of his current mode of work, of 
which the Fogg show was an instance. But 
it makes sense to describe the recent work 
because the RISD show sets.out a sketchy 
formal history of his most unique work. 


Irwin’s insistence that his work not be 
photographed puts all. of the work on an 


equal footing in regard to what js written’ 


about. it. 1 think his demand is a 
reasonable one. | can’t really imagine an 
accurate photographic representation of 
any of his pieces that I’ve seen over the 
past few years. The perceptual and 
emotional effects of his art are simply too 
elusive and dependent on specific 
physical circumstances even to be 
‘suggested in photographs, 

The show at RISD contains four 
paintings in three radically different 
styles. The earliest, from 1956, is a kind of 
low-key abstract expressionist picture, 
not an action painting, more the kind of 
thing Adolph Gottlieb and Bradley 
Walker Tomlin were doing-in the late 
"40's. It seems also to show some sign that 
Irwin might have seen Richard 
Diebenkorn’s work of the mid-’50’s. This 
is not a picture I would ever guess Irwin 
had painted if I hadn't encountered itina 
show of his work. 


Next there are a couple of pictures from 
the early '60’s. At this time, Irwin seems 
to have been interested in a certain way of 

i suspending the figure/ground mode of 
“perception, The pictures consist of solid 
fields of color, thinly applied, crossed by 
two or three very narrow horizontal bands 


of another color thickly painted so they 
look’like strips of colored paper pasted. to 
the surface. From a distance, -the 
horizontals read both as marks on the 
surface and as slits in the field of color 
which open ‘to reveal narrow traces of 
another color behind the field. The 
tension that should hold these pictures 
together really never gets going and they 
tend to look arbitrary, even though their 


purpose seems to be clear. 


The hest painting in the show, from the 
best series Irwin has done, is an incredibly 
fastidious “dot” painting. It is a large 
square white canvas with a very fine grid" 
of violet and green dots which frays into 
invisibility toward the edges of the 
surface. The. illusion heré affects one’s 


perception of the picture surface as a . 


physical entity. When you look at the 
painting, you seem to be looking at a fine 
screen with something dark behind it 
barely showing through. The canvas 
doesn’t even look painted unless you 
examine it very closely. What Irwin does 
here is isolate modeling, the element 
which makes possible the convincing illu- . 
sion of sculptural shape in figurative 
paintings. This isolation is like a declara- 
tion of the fact that painting is no longer 
equipped to deal directly with reality 
because its whole way of doing so is 
predicated on illusion. If the whole art of 
painting is predicated on our being 
satisfied with a kind of successful illusion, 
this suggests that our sense of what reality 
is (or of what-is real in what we see) is tied 
to a certain mode of perception. What 
Irwin began to do in the “dot” paintings 
and continues to do in his more recent 
work is develop minimal means of foiling 
our habits of perception. This may make 
it sound as if he is involved in some 
variation of drug-culture consciousness 
alteration, and unfortunately, when his 
work doesn’t succeed, that’s how it comes 
across. 


Irwin’s next experiment was 


- interesting, but not altogether successful, 


and suffers from a kind of fashionable 
slickness. He began making slightly 
convex cast polyester discs, each about 
three feet in diameter, Each disc is fixed 


to the wall at the rear but protrude 


forward a couple of feet, so that it appears 


to be-floating free in space. Each disc is 
translucent white or white with a smoked 
portion. When one of these pieces is 
shown, it -is illuminated with four high 
beams, two on the floor and two on the 
ceiling, producing two pairs of 


symmetrical shadows on the wall behind | 


the disc. What you see when you look at 
one of these pieces is apparently a globe 
suspended in space at an indefinite 
distance from the wall, casting four cir- 
cular shadows behind it. Study the piece 


for a while and you find that the globe 


(actually only a disc in the first place) 


. hegins to merge with its shadows until the 


shadows seem to become independent of 
the wall altogether. After a couple of 
minutes of study, all sense of specific 
physical place about the disc breaks 
down, and it and its shadows seem to oc- 
cupy an optical space that you know to be 
physical, but which has no visible relation 
to the space you're standing in, unless you 
walk to the side of the disc where the 


. support is visible and the whole setup is 


obvious. 


Though the disc pieces have a little of. 


the quality of so much bad technological 


art — it seems to rely on engineered 


effects — they actually do succeed at 
being phenomena rather than objects. In 
fact, they seem to spatialize the concept 
of a phenomenon as something that 
occurs between ourselves with our organs 
of perception and the objects of 


-perception. Irwin illustrates the 


philosophical notion of phenomenon 
which takes the reality of something to be 
what is perceived of it; in the disc pieces 
he has defeated the traditional notion 
that realities can be represented, as in 
painting, by things that. are 
simultaneously perceivable as different in 
kind from the things represented. His disc 
pieces don't represent anything, but even 
after you've walked over to the side to see 
how they're made, their illusive 
presentation of themselves seems to be 
the only “reaf¥’ one, the only one with any 
fullness. 


is worth desc the character of 
Irwin's more recent work for the benefit of 


anyone who.sees the current show. After 
the disc pieces, he found a way of 
eliminating the distinction between his 
work and the space it occupies, which is 
still the area where the discs tend to give 
out. He found that by using a finely 
woven white scrim, he could control the 
experience of the space in a room, and so 
he began altering exhibition spaces with 
areas of scrim, and doing this in ways that 
affected the illumination of the spaces. 
(An interest in light, atmosphere, finish, 
and the way these elements bear on the 
perception of volume and mass is 
common to a number of contemporary 
California artists. from Larry Bell te 
Michael Asher.) 


Irwin's piece at the Fogg last spring, for 
instance, was a sort of inverted tent of 
scrim that went from one end of a room ta 
another under a skylight. The scrim was 
tacked to the walls of the room near-the 
ceiling and passed under a beam which 
crossed the center of the space 
horizontally at a height of about: four 
feet. The perceptual disruption of the 
space that occurred from this simple 
arrangement was hard to believe. The 
skylight seen through the scrim looked 
like a slide projection slightly out of focus. 
After looking at that image for a while 


-normal perception of the rest of the room 


seemed unhearably sharp, sharp as if able 
to cut, The room was empty of objects. 
and it seemed to become a space in which 
“object” could be experienced as a 
perceptual category instead of an on- 
tological one. The RISD show documents 
a tew of the steps Irwin has taken in 
arriving at an art that does not result in 
objects, statements, or performance, an 
art of conditions, so to speak. 


Irwin is one of the most articulate and 
literate artists | know of, and no one really 
explains his work better than he does. As 
a substitute, | guess, for his doing a new 
piece for this show, Irwin is going to be at 
RISD January 16-19, apparently 
available to anyone who wants to talk to 
him about art. If you plan to visit the 
show, it would be areal advantage to go 
while he’s going to be there. (The show is 
om through February 4.)
